In 1995, he resumed private 
practice as a senior legal consultant to various telcos and in 1997, moved to the New York area where he held 
the position of VP & General Counsel to CTR Group, promoter of a worldwide telecom network. He is now 
been back in Montreal since 2001, where he is presently a partner with the law firm of Dejardins Ducharme. 
He traveled extensively during all those years. 

He has one daughter, Malwine Elisa, born in 1979, who resides in Montreal. 
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He was initiated in La Loge Delta No. 136, G.R.Q., in December 1982, where he was passed in 1983, raised in 
1984 and served as Worshipful Master in 1988. He is also honorary member of La Loge Amitie No. 143, 
G.R.Q. He served as Grand Pursuivant in the Grand Lodge of Quebec in 1992. 

Our Brother joined Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection, Valley of Montreal in 1986, Hochelaga Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose Croix in 1988 and Montreal Sovereign Consistory, where he received his 32° in 1989.

He stated that 
Steve Lindt was having a problem waiting for the Grants Committee and being able to meet his 
publication deadline for the Annual Report.

d. Learning Centres - R.L. Waddell 

R.L. Waddell reveiwed with the Directors, the first year of operation of the London Learning Centre. He 
added the results have been a resounding success. 

He acknowledged some confusion with the recent walk-a-thon. Although under the Chairmanship of 
Andy Anderson from London Valley, it was national programme with $34,568 banked to date with 
donations continuing to come in. He agreed that a letter from R.E. Barr to all Valley Reps, clarifying this 
point, prior to the next scheduled event, was necessary. 

R.L. Waddell proposed the following recommendations, with the approval of Don Fick, Executive 
Director of Learning Centres of Canada. 
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The Valley of Windsor received approval to establish a Planning Committee with the intent to have a Learning 
Centre in the Valley of Windsor operational in September of 2005. 

The Valley of Halifax receive approval to establish a Planning Committee, with the prospect of opening a 
Learning Centre in the Valley of Halifax when they are ready. 

J.C. Fairthorne informed the Directors of what the Windsor Valley had done in the past year to prepare to 
operate a Learning Centre in Windsor. 

H.E. Crosby advised that a Planning Committee had been established in the Halifax Valley but added they 
were in the very early stages of organizing and would not possibly be ready to become operation by next 
September.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Your committee noted last year that III.-.Bro..Norman E. Byrne as Sovereign Grand Commander, in 
accordance with Article 22(f) i. of the Statutes and Regulations, issued a Dispensation in 2003 to open the first 
French language Chapter of Rose Croix in North America, to be named “Chapitre de Rose-Croix de Mont 
Real” and to be located in Montreal, Quebec. At the 2003 Supreme Council Sessions it was agreed that the 
Dispensation be continued to the 2004 Supreme Council Sessions. We recommend that the Dispensation be 
continued to the 2005 Session of the Supreme Council or the issuance of Letters Patent of Constitution, should 
the latter occur before the 2005 Supreme Council Sessions. 
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We are pleased to report that a Dispensation To Open A Constituent Body was issued to Morning Star 
Consistory to be located at Vernon, British Columbia. The body was duly constituted in May 2004. 

We welcome the formation of these constituent bodies and congratulate the charter members on their resolve.

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REPORT OF 

THE GRAND SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This is the first year in my term as Grand Secretary-General and for the office staff as we worked together to 
develop routines and establish procedures for the work required from the Supreme Council office. It has been 
interesting and good progress has been made in this our initial year with the feeling that next year will be 
easier for all of us. 

TASK FORCE REPORTS: 

There are eleven Task Force committees covering a number of topics presented and approved at the last 
Annual Session in Windsor. An Implementation Committee was formed at the Advisory Council in November to 
direct and administer the Task Force recommendations. Accordingly, with the exception of Task Force No. 3, 
the plans that had been approved were assigned to each of the Task Forces committees as presented at the 
last Annual Session. We have worked with the Implementation Committee to develop an implementation plan 
and, to the extent possible to put these recommendations into effect. 

The report from Task Force No. 3, to create a structure to effectively manage Supreme Council affairs of 
Canada, was to be presented to the Advisory Council for further review and a recommendation to be presented 
to the Annual Session in Edmonton. The Advisory Council recommends that their roll be expanded to include 
the duties of a management committee. The Advisory Council is to meet at least three times per year to 
provide direction and make decisions as required through the year until the next Annual Session. Upon 
acceptance of the recommendation, the Statutes and Regulations are to be amended accordingly. 

MEMBERSHIP DATABASE: 

The programming for the Membership database to collect data from the Valleys has just been completed. We 
are now in the process of testing it with the Hamilton Valley - specifically Moore Sovereign Consistory. The 
total head count for the per capita has now been reconciled. The reconciliation of the databases for the other 
Valleys was completed last year and with a few adjustments has rolled forward to June 1, 2004. 

The question remains regarding the purpose and the application of the database. It is difficult to complete the 
project without an end objective or application defined. However, the database as a replacement for the hand 
written cards has proven to be worthwhile. If we use the database as a means for mailing, then we must realize 
that the cost of mailing will become a cost to Supreme Council. In the past the distribution of items such as the 
Supreme Councilor to the Valleys was a cost for Supreme Council but the distribution to the individual 
members, if it was made by including it with their notice, was at no cost to the local Valley. In a number of 
cases it was available from the Secretary’s desk and reached only those in attendance. The database will 
provide Supreme Council with a means of being able to contact our members directly from the Hamilton office. 

A one-hour seminar is scheduled to take place twice on the Friday of the Annual Session in Edmonton under 
the leadership of Kris Nickerson. Every Valley Secretary/Registrar has been invited to attend or select and 
send a representative to this seminar. The contents of the seminar will also be presented as a hand out on a 
CD as well as a hard copy for each Valley. Copies will be forwarded to any Valley not represented. If we are to 
implement this program for use by Valleys, we need to agree on the timing and the instructions for the 
conversion from their present programs. Not all programs are compatible to permit a simple transfer of the data 
from each Valley to Hamilton. This problem will be addressed at the seminar. We have arranged for Grant 
Thornton, who developed the database, to support the system for one year to assist individual Valleys with the 
implementation and operation of the database. 
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E-MAIL NOTICES: 


The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario has a program, instruction manual and policy in place 
regarding the privacy issues and the rules for those Lodges who wish to issue their summons electronically. 
The Grand Secretary, Terry Shand, 33°, has given permission to Supreme Council and the Scottish Rite to use 
any of this information. 

I have spoken to Brian Bond, the Chairman of Computer Resources Committee for Grand Lodge, and Don 
Reekie, his Vice Chairman from the Barrie Valley and Don is pleased to put on such a seminar. He has agreed 
to assist us with the material used in the seminars conducted in Ontario regarding the implementation and use 
of e-mail by the Lodges. This material will be amended to apply to the Scottish Rite and a copy will be available 
for each Valley at these seminars as a hand out both on CD and hard copy. Extra copies are available from the 
Supreme Council office at a nominal cost and on request. 

A one-hour seminar is to be given twice on the Friday of the Annual Session in Edmonton under the leadership 
of III.-.Bro.-. Donald Reekie. All Valley Secretaries/Registrars have been invited to attend or arrange for a proxy 
to attend in their place. Others are welcome but every effort needs to be made to ensure every Valley is 
represented. Some Valleys do not have a computer and we will need to address this issue as well. The 
contents of the seminar will also be presented as a hand out on a CD as well as a hard copy for each Valley. 
Copies will be forwarded to any Valley not represented. 

OFFICER TRAINING MANUAL: 

No comments are necessary on the contents of the Officers Training Manual which has been developed and in 
place for two years. I recommend that a plan for its distribution, use and implementation be developed for 
distribution to the Valleys. We are aware that just sending it out runs the risk of it being filed without it being 
used. The plan should involve the Deputies outlining their roll in the implementation and/or follow-up. Bill 
Headen is leading a seminar on this topic at two one-hour sessions on Friday at the annual session in 
Edmonton. 

The Statutes and Regulations as amended were originally scheduled for distribution to the Valleys at the end 
of February 2004. There are additional amendments to be proposed for 2004 session in Edmonton. Therefore 
the amendments approved in Windsor have been distributed as a separate package to be added to the present 
binder. The Statutes and Regulations as approved in Edmonton will be prepared on a CD format and 
distributed to the Valleys in the Fall of 2004. 

WEBSITE: 

Discussions last Fall with Jim Kirk-White, the Web Master, gave me a better understanding of the 
arrangements between the Scottish Rite and the Web Master regarding the use and the maintenance of the 
Website. Jim is prepared to remain as Web Master with the understanding that: 

There is one designated contact between Supreme Council and the Web Master. We have named 
George Robbins. 

The changes will be made once per year on submission from the Supreme Council office. 

I agreed that we would try this approach. Jim felt that we had been ignoring him, as there was no answer or 
action regarding his recommendation prior to my calling him. He was also being contacted directly by a number 
of people in different Valleys requesting updates to the site on a monthly basis. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

The individual Valleys setup and maintain their own websites with their own Webmaster. Jim is prepared to set 
up the link between the Supreme Council website and the website for each of the Valleys. For those Valleys 
not wanting a separate website, he will continue to maintain their information on the Supreme Council website. 
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Gareth Taylor has proposed that the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation prepare and maintain its own 
website, which although separate would still be linked to the present Scottish Rite website. His concerns are 
the need to be able to update the data on the Foundation’s portion of our website on a more frequent basis 
than our present annual arrangement. The website would be expanded from the present level for the Grants, 
Awards and Bursary programs. 

CONFERENCES: 

The Grand Master’s and Grand Secretaries Conferences’ were held in Washington D.C. on February 15 th to 
18 th 2004. This was my first experience at this conference. There were three representatives from our 
Supreme Council, Orlan Weber who attended the Grand Masters’ Conference and George Robbins and myself 
attending the Grand Secretaries’ conference. There was an excellent tour of the city of Washington for both the 
men and the ladies with emphasis on the Masonic symbolism in the city put in place by the founding fathers, 
four of the five being Masons. While we were in sessions there was a ladies program with activities for the 
ladies for both days of the conference. 

There are in reality two separate conferences being held at the same time in the same hotel. The registration, 
agendas and sessions were separate except for the banquets on Monday and Tuesday evenings. It gave us 
an opportunity to meet members from other Supreme Councils as wells as our counterparts from The Northern 
and Southern Masonic Jurisdictions and a representative from the Supreme Council of Mexico. 

The sessions were informative and just confirmed that we all have the same problems - the number one 
concern seemed to be declining membership. 

Presentations on this subject provided a good analysis of the demographics of our membership and the 
changing demographics of the communities in which we live. 

By age: 

if born before 1946 looking at order and obedience, one life time profession and one employer, 

the next generation, the Baby Boomers into early 1960s more for themselves and earthly rewards and 
comforts, accumulated wealth, 

the “X” generation 1970s and 80s no care for anything; not for themselves, not for others, not for the 
rites of others or their property, nor for wealth nor assets, 

the millennia, which are the 1990s onward, are returning to the need for respect, for consideration of 
others and need for some core values for life. 

CONCLUSION: 

The children of the millennia generation are the source for our new members. The others have either joined or 
at this stage are not going to join. 

A good and interesting analysis but neither the presenter nor those present made any recommendations nor 
was there any mention of anything that had been tried with or without success. 

As an observation after the conference, I note that the “millennia generation” will not be eligible to join Masonry 
until 2011 at the earliest and more of their numbers cannot be expected before the 2020s. This was not 
discussed but can we wait that long? It would also appear that these groupings are in 20-year intervals thus 
the next change the may affect us in 2040s - too late for most of us to be concerned with at the moment. 

A second presentation was from a Captain of Police for a city in Arkansas. He again related to the difficulties 
with morality, particularly among the young. They are floundering and need assistance physically as well as the 
need for a source of basic principles for life. Principles that one can depend on, that one can use as a guide to 
help them grow and mature. In these “no respect for the law” times as shown on TV, as presented to be the 
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“life style” in so many commercials, as we see in every day behaviour and attitude in the workplace and on the 
streets. There is a need for an example that there is a satisfying and rewarding life while showing respect for 
the law of the courts as well as the “moral law”. It is a challenge for everyone in these ever increasing difficult 
times and Masonry can be the foundation for both sides to help each other. We have no choice, we are all 
examples every day in everything we do. 

The Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges of Canada was held in Winnipeg this year at the same 
time as the Advisory Council meeting in April 2004. I was not able to attend this year and have confirmed the 
dates for 2005 to avoid any conflicting dates. 

The Tenth Conference of the English Speaking Supreme Councils was held in Washington June 4-6, 2004 at 
which twelve of the Supreme Councils of the world were represented. Papers and discussions presented 
included a brief resume by Marcus Humphrey of Dinnet, Sovereign Grand Commander of Scotland, on the last 
Conference held in Dunblane, England in 1996 (none held in 2000), The “Masonic Tool Kit” Hank E. Koning 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Kingdom of the Netherlands, Reijo Ahtokari Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Supreme Council for Finland gave a brief report on Freemasonic development in the so- 
called “Eastern Block” 1988 - 2003. There was an exchange of views moderated very capably by Ronald 
Seale, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Southern Masonic Jurisdiction, on the public scrutiny and criticism 
having caused the reconsideration of the Craft’s customary reticence, the best methods in which to present 
Masonry in a positive manner to the public and to non-initiates. This Conference is held every four years. 
Finland has offered to host the next conference in 2008. 

These conferences proved to be an excellent forum to meet my counterparts from other Supreme Councils and 
gain an understanding of their concerns on a worldwide basis. 

DEGREES: 

The degrees 4° to 32° have been assigned to specific members by the Ritual Committee to be reviewed and 
the approval of any modifications as may be required. To date the 4° to the 14° have been scanned into the 
computer and sent in CD format to the Committee on Ritual for review and approval. The plan is to complete 
the degrees in three stages; that is a separate CD will be prepared for the Degrees of the Lodge, of the 
Chapter and of the Consistory. Once approved, they will be distributed to the various bodies in the Valleys 
across Canada. A stock of all the degrees is to be maintained at the Supreme Council office in Hamilton. 

LEARNING CENTRE: 

Although the Learning Centre is a Foundation project, the Grand Secretary was elected Treasurer of the 
Foundation and as such has responsibilities for this venture. The first year for the London Learning Centre has 
just been completed and the development and administration for the office with the volunteers for the 
administration and accounting in London is now under review. 

PROCEEDINGS: 

The Proceedings were produced internally and copied to a CD for distribution. The savings of $10,0000 are the 
result of eliminating the need to have them published and bound by an outside print shop. Hard copy is 
available as an 8 14” x 11” booklet upon request and at a cost of $11.00 per copy. As this is a first attempt, we 
are assessing the success and any concerns with the change in the publication of the Annual Proceedings. 

OFFICE EQUIPMENT: 

The computer equipment needed to be updated to be able to use the MS Office suite of programs at the five 
workstations in the office. We also purchased the software for these workstations along with the appropriate 
installation and training requirements. The costs were within the budget at a total cost of $14,000. 
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SUPREME COUNCIL OFFICE: 


The office has had an interesting year, as we all were involved with the changes and transition required to 
follow through with the duties for our respective offices and the use of the changes presented by the new 
systems. I express our appreciation to Miss Janey Smith who has proven a valuable asset on her first year with 
our office and to Ms. Sue Thompson for her support as well as her work with the Foundation. George Robbins 
has grown during the last year in his roll as Executive Secretary for Supreme Council and with his work for the 
Foundation particularly with the administration of the Grants, Awards and Bursary programs. I am pleased with 
the performance of the Supreme Council office and thank each and every one for their co-operation and 
support as we completed my first year as Grand Secretary-General.

Robert J. Brooks and Harris Jones where reviewing this same topic. The SGC advised that this emphasizes 
the need to have Advisory Council review the issue of the Website. Further discussion about updating and the 
recommendations from III. . Bros. . Jim Kirk-White, Robert Brooks and Harris Jones that each Valley consider its 
own website which may be linked to the Supreme Council Website, thus permitting the Valley to amend its site 
as frequently as desired. 

Website (excerpt from GSG Report of The 2003 Proceedings) 

In September 1998, Supreme Council opened a Website on the Internet designed to promote and 
inform Scottish Rite Masons, other Masons, and non-Masons about Scottish Rite Freemasonry. The 
use of the internet continues to expand and it is vital that we maintain a presence on this important 
modern medium. We continue to receive many favourable comments from around the world about the 
appearance, sound, and contents of the site. In addition we have an e-mail address, which assists 
communications between Valleys and Supreme Council. 

We are indebted to our Web Master, III/.Bro.-.James F. T. Kirk-White, 32°, and a member of Barrie 
Valley, who designed the site and who maintains it. If the information is outdated or slow to change, 
the reader becomes discouraged and will stop visiting the site. This is a continuing problem, which 
requires constant attention to keep the information current and up-to-date. To assist us in this regard 
we have asked III .-.Bros .-.Robert J. Brooks and Harris Jones to review the content and to suggest 
additions and/or changes to keep the site current and interesting to the reader. 

Keeping in mind the different types of people visiting our site, the committee suggested that we have a 
general site open to the public which discuses Freemasonry in general and introduces the reader to 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry in more detail. In an effort to make the site more user friendly, they 
suggested that information about officers, membership statistics and other information of interest to 
our membership, but of little interest to others, could be included in an area of the website where a 
process including a password would be required to gain access. They are continuing their 
consideration of these factors to determine if they are feasible. 

ON MOTION to accept the GSG’s report as presented pages 21 to 26 of the Preliminary Reports and as 
amended by the above comments regarding the Website is hereby duly moved and seconded by the GSG and 
the LGC that the report be accepted and published in the 2004 Proceedings. CARRIED. 

III .Bro. H. Edward Standish was asked to present the GTG report on his behalf, the GTG sending his regrets 
that a personal matter arising at the last minute precludes his attendance. I have been involve to some degree 
with the GTG in the preparation of his report and will make the presentation noting that I may not be able to 
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handle some of the matters in depth but will endeavor to present his report and answer questions to the best of 
my ability. 

The GTG’s report is found on pages 4 and 5 plus the financial statements on pages 7 - 19 of the Preliminary 
Reports. The highlights are: the increase in net assets of $9,558 that results from the excess of income over 
expenses for the year and the investment income of $57,198 representing a reasonable return on our capital 
for the year. 


REPORT OF 

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for the year ended May 31, 
2004, which will be published in the Annual Proceedings of this Session. The Financial Statements constitute 
both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Article .28[c] of the 
Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

Your Grand Treasurer’s Report this year is mostly of the good news variety. Our investment portfolio is in 
sound condition. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2004 consisting of cash on 
deposit and cash equivalents, investments at cost together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid 
items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $ 1,428,063, which represents an 
increase of $ 9,558 from the balance of May 31,2003. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses present the results of operations for the 
year ended May 31, 2004 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31, 2003.The net 
operating income aggregated $ 9,558 this year as compared to $ 73,839 for the year ended May 31, 2003. 
The decrease in net income can basically be attributed to the decline in dues received from the constituent 
bodies, an increase in administrative expenses, as a result of office equipment and computer up-grades, 
computer services and printing costs, increased officer and committee costs and the Annual Session cost. 

Our investment income remained relatively unchanged and aggregated $ 57,198 for the year ended May 31, 
2004 as compared to $ 61,358 in the prior year. Likewise, the net gain on disposal of investments aggregated 
$ 3,059 as compared to $ 2,623 in fiscal 2003. Given the expectation of continuing low interest rates and an 
uncertain equities market, it is unlikely that we will achieve revenue increases in the year ahead from any of 
our investment resources. As outlined in the report of the Trustees, our investment portfolio aggregates 
$1,446,078 at cost as at May 31, 2004 with a market value of $ 1,581,162 as compared to $1,200,062 at cost 
as at May 31,2003 with a market value of $ 1,267,840. 

In accordance with Art 28[d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer-General has submitted a 
draft annual budget for the ensuing two fiscal years i.e. May 31, 2005 and May 31, 2006. These proposed 
budgets have been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be 
addressed in detail in due course and submitted for approval. 

ACTIONS DURING THE YEAR 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General and the Grand Secretary-General met on 
several occasions with our representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and 
its performance. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Executive Secretary have met on a 
regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council. We have 
also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and the yearend

audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, L.L.P. 
and in particular, Mr. George Benton, CA., for their overall assistance and interest during the year. 

As suggested last year and subsequently endorsed by the Advisory Council and in concert with the Audit and 
Finance Committee, I have submitted an amendment to the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council to 
include an additional section to assist those valleys with “ Life Membership Trust Funds “ to value to adequacy 
of their" Life Membership Fund.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Escalating costs and membership decline continue to put undue pressure on the financial reserves and the 
financial operations of Supreme Council and ultimately on the constituent bodies, due to increased 
assessments. 

Heretofore, the joining fee of all newly made Honorary Inspectors-General basically covered only the expenses 
of him and his spouse to attend the Session at which time he received this honour together with the cost of the 
collar and ring, with no provision for a capital contribution to Supreme Council as experienced when joining a 
Craft Lodge. 

Accordingly, as Grand Treasurer-General and as endorsed by the Advisory Council, I would submit the 
following for your consideration, comments and approval. 

“That the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council of every new Honorary 
Inspector-General include an amount say $ 150.00 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from 
time to time. That this additional capital contribution be retained and invested in a “ Special Candidates’ Capital 
Fund, ” separate and distinct from the other investments of Supreme Council.” 

It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme Council would withdraw 
say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by the fund to assist with the financial operations of 
Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. Accordingly, each year the fund would increase by the 
fifteen [15%] percent of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the 
fees paid by the new Honorary Inspectors-General. 

To provide “Seed Money” and get the fund “up and running”, your Grand Treasurer-General would further 
recommend that he be authorized to transfer the sum of $ 15,000 from our existing funds to this new “ Special 
Candidates’ Fund.” 

This recommendation, if adopted would provide an annual renewable source of capital in the future. 

IN CONCLUSION 

This past year has been a year of transition for your Grand Treasurer-General and to say the least a learning 
experience. I would particularly like to express my thanks and appreciation to III. Bro. Orlan J. Weber, 
Sovereign Grand Commander, lll.-.Bro. H. Edward Standish, Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. George 
Robbins, Executive Secretary and the Supreme Council office staff, in the persons of Miss Janey Smith, Ms. 
Sue Thompson and Mrs. Katie Benson for all their contributions and assistance during the past year.

REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be found in Article 35 of 
the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient And Accepted Scottish Rite Of 
Freemasonry Of Canada . 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2004, the net assets under its charge totaled $ 1,434,162 
compared to $ 1,423,998 as at May 31, 2003, which represents an increase of $ 10,164. This increase is as a 
result of Revenue exceeding Expenses by $ 9,558 for the unrestricted assets and the increase in the restricted 
assets of $ 606. The restricted assets are the result of a fund established in 2002 as a Capital Appreciation 
Fund and now totals $ 6,106 as at May 31, 2004. The income earned by this fund is to be used to assist with 
the operating cost of the Supreme Council. The details are disclosed in the Annual Financial Statements 
attached. 

During the last fiscal year securities matured totaling $ 283,,336 and were sold realizing a net capital gain of 
$3,059. In turn, throughout the year, we purchased on behalf of Supreme Council various securities 
aggregating $529,352, which included cash transferred from the General Account. The full details of the 
securities sold and purchased during the year are disclosed in the Annual Financial Statements. The Supreme 
Council investment portfolio aggregates $1,446,078 at cost as at May 31, 2004 with a market value of 
$1,581,162 as compared to $1,200,062 at cost as at May 31, 2003 with a market value of $1,267,840. 

Your Trustees and our investment advisor continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council 
Investment Policy adopted some time ago whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a maximum 70% / 
30 % split of fixed income to equity securities. We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance 
with the requirements of ART.35(b) of the Statutes and Regulations and the income there from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request. 

We continue to be pleased with the services of RBC Dominion Securities and in particular their representative 
Mr. Richard te Boekhorst. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to 
administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by our Statutes and Regulations to consider all 
matters referred to it, with particular reference to amendments to the Statutes and Regulations and to report to 
this Supreme Council accordingly. 
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Part I of this report covers amendments presented to the Grand Secretary-General and published in a timely 
manner as required by ART. 47.1(a) i and ii. 

Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

PART I 

This year your Committee has received ten notices of proposed amendments to the Statutes and Regulations 
and, in accordance with ART. 47.1(a) (iii), your Committee reports thereon as follows: 

Note: Re Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will make them easy to visualize and 
understand, the presentation code is as follows for each amendment: 

Xyxyxyxyxy=These words are to be ADDED to the Article. 

Xyxyxyxyxy =These words are to be DELETED or struck out. 

Xyxyxyxyxy=The rest of the Article NOT to be changed. 

WORDS OF CAUTION 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that these proposed amendments are found to be 
regular, your Committee is in no way endorsing nor commenting on the merits of any particular amendment but 
merely is stating that it has been found to be regular so as to be considered and voted on at the upcoming 
Executive Session of this Supreme Council. 

1. Amend Article 82 by adding sections (d) and (e) as follows: 


(d)The funds received by a constituent body to acquire a life membership, together with any monies already 
held by the constituent body on account of existing life memberships, shall be kept separate and apart from the 
general funds of the constituent body in a trust fund. 


(e)Life memberships shall be calculated and the monies may be withdrawn for the Life Membership Trust Fund 
in accordance with formulae as set out in Regulations approved by Supreme Council from time to time (Refer 
to Regulation 10). 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 

2. Amend the Regulations by adding Regulation 10, sections 10.1 to 10.6 inclusive as follows:

10.1 The amount that must be set aside in the Life Membership Trust Fund shall be at least as great as that 
determined by multiplying the constituent body dues by the age factor from the following table:

Where the constituent body does not have dues, this is the current 
annual cost of operating the constituent body. If members receive a life membership at age 65, a similar 
calculation must also be made using the factors in Column B for such members who will receive life 
membership.

10.4 If the Life Membership Trust fund equals or exceeds the amount of the evaluation calculated in 10.3, the 
current constituent body dues of the existing life members will be paid or transferred to the constituent body’s 
general finds. 


10.5 If the Life Membership Trust Fund is less than the amount of the evaluation calculated in 10.3, the 

investment earnings earned by the Fund in the prior fiscal year, up the amount of the current constituent body 
dues only, shall be paid or transferred to the constituent body’s general funds. 

10.6 If due to aging or decreased number of life members, after an evaluation of the Life Membership Trust 
Fund using the factors in regulation 10.1, there is a surplus in the Life Membership Trust Fund, then the excess 
of the investment Earnings over the constituent body dues, plus up to 5% of the Capital portion of the fund, as 
identified in 10.2, up to the evaluation surplus, may be withdrawn to the general or other funds of the 
constituent body. Before making such a withdrawal, the constituent body must request approval from the 
Chairman of the Standing Committee on Audit and Finance, forwarding with the request the evaluation which 
indicated that there was an excess and the calculations of the amount being withdrawn. 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular.

lll.-.Bro. Pierre A. Phaneuf, Chairman of the Committee on Ritual, presented the Committee’s report as 
recorded on page 44 of the Preliminary Reports and as found below. The Committee has found the Master 
Masons Nights meet with enthusiasm and endorses the continuance of these events. The ceremony for an 
Open Installation has been well received. The Committee is reviewing this ceremony as used in the Province 
of Alberta, expecting, with very few changes, its approval for an Open Installation Ceremony for next year. The 
committee is pleased with this ceremony as a constructive way to cut down on the administrative aspect of our 
work leaving more time to focus on real degree work while at the same time having fun in doing it, a real 
addition to our work. 

Of some concern to this committee was the portrayal of the first degree of the Scottish Rite by a team in 
Montreal under the direction of a chartered lodge of the Quebec jurisdiction. We are looking into this very 
carefully as we don’t want any quarrel about jurisdiction. It would be held at a Lodge of Perfection meeting 
which would allow these Brethren to come in. Their presentation would be just the opening and closing with 
some explanation as how the ritual is worked with reference as to how it is worked in France. The rituals where 
collected from the office in Hamilton are in French similar to those of the Southern Jurisdiction. We must be 
very very careful to watch the boundaries of jurisdiction with regard to any use of these degrees that are Grand 
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Lodge affairs. Under our constitution the Scottish Rite has agreed that these are Grand Lodge affairs and we 
will not convey these degrees. However for educational purposes and with the proper approvals from the 
respective administrative bodies their exemplification whether it be in a craft Lodge or the Scottish Rite may be 
acceptable. If this portrayal is to be done it will be done only under very acute supervision. The committee is 
moving forward, in conjunction with the Hamilton office, to have the rituals disseminated on CD ROMS to the 
secretaries of the various valleys. Amendments to the rituals, which are always under review, can be made 
and new CD distributed to the secretaries of the Valleys who can print them as needed. 

lll.-.Bro.-.Thomas V. Hannan has submitted his resignation from this committee having participated in the Ritual 
for a number of years also serving as Chairman then as Vice Chairman. His charming way, good humor, 
pleasant manner, good advise and most helpful contributions have been well received and greatly appreciated. 
Although we would like to keep him on our committee we respect his request after a number of years of 
wonderful commitment to the Supreme Council and to Scottish Rite Masonry.

During this last year, your Chairman and Vice-Chairman answered various queries from a number of Valleys 
and brothers in their personal capacity. I welcome these queries. No question is superfluous or stupid. Only the 
answers can be at times.... 

MASTER MASONS NIGHTS 

M.M. Nights are growing in popularity, and from my own experience, this type of initiative is well prepared, 
meets with enthusiasm and, not surprisingly, is successful in attracting new candidates. This past year, your 
Committee has approved initiatives in this sense by the Valleys of Barry, Halifax, Saint John, Hamilton and 
Montreal. I understand that the Valleys of Thunder Bay and Toronto also held a similar event this past year, but 
without requesting the approval of this Committee. 

JOINT INSTALLATIONS 

For the time being, it was agreed in principle that the Valley of Calgary be permitted to use its Joint Installation 
Ceremony in November 2003, pending a thorough review of the modified version of the administrative ritual 
submitted to this Committee in mid-July of last year. This ceremony might well become an inventive way to cut 
down on so called “administrative” ritual work and allow all Valleys who wish so to focus on “real” degree work. 
On the basis of the same ritual, the Valley of Montreal was similarly authorised to hold such an installation, 
joint, bilingual and open to family members and friends, in August, 2004. 

FIRST THREE DEGREES OF SCOTTISH RITE 

Pursuant to a dispensation by our Immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander, and through the good offices 
of the Deputy for Quebec and the Grand Secretary-General, a copy of the original A. & A. S. R. first three 
degrees in French was obtained from the Supreme Council, US Southern Jurisdiction, and supplied to the 
Condorcet Working Group of La Loge J. T. Desaguliers N°138 G.R.Q., for exemplification purposes only. On 
March 03, 2004, during an emergent meeting of La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys, while labours were 
suspended in the 14°, this group performed the opening and closing in the first degree in addition to offering 
various explanations about the workings of the Rite in the first three degrees. Both the Deputy for Quebec and 
the Grand Master of Masons in Quebec were in attendance. So was I. In reporting this experiment In his yearly 
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address to the Grand Lodge of Quebec, delivered on May 29, 2004, M. W. Bro. Dr. John Leide, 32°, expressed 
his disappointment because no degree as such had been exemplified. We shall follow this matter closely, with 
all due concern for the delicate question of jurisdictions involved, and shall report further in due course. 

II) PROPOSED CHANGE IN THE NAME OF THE COMMITTEE 

The name of this Committee is found to be too long, antiquated, and redundant. Accordingly, I have proposed 
formally that it be changed from “Committee on Rituals and Ritualistic Matters” to “Committee on Ritual”, which 
name has the advantage of being simpler and all encompassing. I have proposed a formal constitutional 
amendment accordingly. 

III) ON-GOING REVISION OF ENGLISH RITUALS 

The review of the English versions of the degree rituals has been going on steadily. You will recall that 
III..Bros..John Carrick, W. James Curtis, Bruce R. Grant, Robert G. Wands and C Edwin Drew, had 
volunteered to do so at the request of our then Sovereign Grand Commander, III.-.Bro..Norman Byrne. To 
date, reviews of the 21°, 23°, 24°and 25°have been received from III.-.Bro.'.Grant and reviews of the 15°, 16°, 
17° and 18° have been received from III.'.Bro..Drew. Reviews still to be reported pertain to the following 
degrees: 4, 9, 13, 22, 31 and 32. Our efforts in the coming year will focus primarily on completing that task. 

IV) NEW RITUALS IN FRENCH 

In an ultimate effort to capstone the corpus of our degrees in French, I have completed the translation of the 
33° Ritual, although I realize fully it is not expected to be used very extensively. As is now almost customary, 
this text was thoroughly revised by III.'.Bro..Philippe A. Decelles and reviewed by III.-.Bro.'. Tom V. Hannan. It 
is appended hereto, and it is hereby recommended for approval. 

Lastly, I have translated into French the Manual for Communication of Non-Compulsory Degrees in Chapter of 
Rose Croix , and the Manual for Communication of Non-Compulsory Degrees in Consistory , as there was an 
immediate need for same. Copies thereof are also appended hereto, and they are hereby recommended for 
approval. 

IV) LONG TERM PLAN FOR THE SAFEKEEPING AND AVAILABILITY OF RITUALS 

A full set of French degree rituals has now been printed in booklet form, to be used also as masters for printing 
purposes when needed. Similarly, all administrative rituals available to date in French have been printed in 
booklet form, in addition to the forms already translated. These include Institution, Constitution and 
Consecration of Constituent Bodies, Installation of Officers, Manuals for Communication of Non-Compulsory 
Degrees in Lodge of Perfection. Chapter and Consistory, Easter Ceremonies , List of Paraphernalia for a Lodge 
of Perfection, Affiliation form, Application forms for all 3 bodies, and all Certificates. 

This Committee had identified the need for preserving all rituals in both languages on electronic support. 
Therefore the two sets of documents mentioned in the previous paragraph have been stored on two distinct 
CD-ROMs (Word Perfect 9.0 format), copies of which are filed with this report. This will ensure safekeeping 
and availability. When they are made available electronically to various officers with a need to know, the 
versions handed out will be in photographic (jpeg) format so that they may not be altered or modified easily. 

Under the direction of the Executive Secretary, all rituals in English are also being preserved on CD-ROMs in 
the Office of the Grand Secretary-General, which initiative is greeted with much satisfaction by your 
Committee. 

V) CERTIFICATE FOR A S.G.I.G. 

At one point in the past, when I asked if such a certificate existed, I was stared at with curiosity. But since, 
during a meeting in the Scottish Rite anteroom of the Montreal Memorial Temple, I noticed that such a 
certificate (large format, 15”x 22”) was hanging on the wall in front of me, duly issued by this Supreme Council 
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on October 24, 1889 to III..Bro..James Frederick Walker, attesting to his rank of S.G.I.G. A reproduction of 
same is appended to this report. Accordingly, and based on this binding precedent, if the Grand Secretary- 
General is generous enough with the time of his staff, the members of this august assembly could quite 
legitimately request one for themselves, as the workload of the Grand Secretariat shall permit. Naturally, I have 
translated the same into French and included it on the CD-ROM mentioned above. 

VI) APPRECIATION 

First of all, I would like to express most sincere thanks to III.-.Bro.\Thomas V. Hannan, Vice-Chairman and 
former Chairman, who has decided the time had come to “give up his trowel” (why not? don’t we say ‘to 
surrender one’s apron’ in French!) and take a well deserved retirement as Vice-Chairman of your Committee. I 
owe him a lot and I have valued his guidance and help over the years. Wishing to keep him on board as a 
member of this Committee, I would like to keep him nearby for his good advice, his charming way to convey his 
opinions and his good humour. 

On behalf of the Committee, a sincere thank you to the all the members of the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General for their patience and assistance during the past year, with a special mention to our Executive 
Secretary, III.-.Bro.\George R. Robbins, for his promptness in answering my constant requests for information 
and documentation; and to the members of the Committee and all others who were active in assisting the Vice- 
Chairman and Chairman, a grateful word of thanks for their support.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your committee is 
pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this 
jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and newsletters received from 
the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada and from the reports of the Deputies received at 
year-end. 
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Our thanks are extended to all for their assistance. 


ACROSS CANADA 

Inter-provincial meetings were held in British Columbia and Saskatchewan. The idea was to bring all the 
Scottish Rite Brethren in each individual Deputy’s area together. They were able to get to know each other, 
exchange ideas and discuss mutual problems. They have set a goal of raising the membership in Scottish Rite 
in British Columbia in each year for the next four years. They are to be congratulated on this forward objective. 
The Deputies in Ontario met in Hamilton and discussed their concerns in certain areas. In Ontario, the Active 
members and Past Active members of Supreme Council meet as per the Statutes and Regulations in July of 
each year to discuss nominations for the province of Ontario. 

A number of Valleys have interchanged visits not only in Canada but also with our American brethren. 

As an example the Valley of Toronto portrayed the 21st degree in Hamilton, Barrie and this year in Ottawa. We 
congratulate them and hope for the continuing of this effort in cementing Masonic friendships. In Windsor and 
Quebec they exchanged visits with their American Brothers. In Alberta the Scottish Rite bodies held a field day 
in Calgary. They were supported by the Valleys of; Central Alberta, Medicine Hat and Lethbridge in portraying 
the degrees. 

We note with pleasure that Valleys help other Valleys in assisting members to receive their degrees because 
they were not able to attend their own Valleys due to other commitments. In Ontario, The Grand Lodge of 
Canada in The Province of Ontario has granted permission for all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the 
changing portion of the notice to advertise other Masonic activities. The Valleys in Ontario should make use of 
this. Maybe the same would be granted from Grand Lodges in other provinces. Unless we ask we will not 
know. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the Scottish Rite. His 
devotion to this cause has enabled him to visit Valleys in Alberta, British Columbia as well as Consecrating the 
new “Morning Star Consistory” in Vernon British Columbia. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander has been most supportive in the meetings with representatives of all the 
Concordant bodies. These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in British Columbia, Saskatchewan and 
Ontario. They harmonize the events of all bodies and give a greater understanding of the issues faced by all 
bodies, and support a united format to the many issues, such as membership and information presented re the 
Masonic family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish Rite body on the web 
page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the officers of the Valley etc., is a great 
advertisement on this award winning web page. The information contained in the articles, reports from 
Supreme Council, are worth each and every person's perusal. Read them; Supreme Council would like your 
comments regarding this program of information and outreach. Register your e-mail address. We congratulate 
the web master III.-.Bro.\ James Kirk-White, 32°. A number of Valleys have their own web site page and it is 
very interesting and informative to read. 

A number of Valleys hold special events for the information of craft Masons and the general public to attract 
interested Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the promotion of Scottish Rite. Some 
have presented portions of degrees and/or Masonic plays approved by Supreme Council to the brethren in 
attendance. The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold a golf tournament with the profits going to 
the Alzheimer Society and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Many Valleys hold golf tournaments with 
the profits going to the Foundation. In Winnipeg a successful fundraiser was held in a concert presentation. In 
Sydney Nova Scotia the Scottish Rite Masons have a widows program. They attend the Easter Ceremonies 
where they are recognized. 

We note with pleasure an increase in the number of functions held with the ladies taking part in the social 
events after the business of the lodge has been completed. Other Valleys have theatre nights, bar-b-ques, 
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picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic fellowship for all concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. Toronto Valley 
and Saskatoon Valley hold Robbie Burns nights. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication "The Rite News." It contains the 
summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the Charitable Foundation. This 
publication is available via e-mail and approximately 10% of the brethren receive the publication by this media. 
Communication with members is very important. We should have such a publication so all our members across 
Canada could enjoy the news of their brethren's activities in all parts of Canada. The Valley of Winnipeg has 
a “Rose Visit” on the Saturday before the Easter ceremonies. Members of the Valley visit and deliver a rose to 
all sick and shut-in members and to our ladies who became widows during the previous 12 months. We note 
some Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite Valleys close to them and thus give them a 
chance to attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship. We recommend this to all Valleys if possible for their area. We 
look forward each month for the new publication from the committee on “Membership and Awareness and 
Community Awareness”. We hope those who receive it will forward it on to all Scottish Rite Masons and make 
copies available at their meetings. Some Lodges of Perfection hold open installations; to name a few; 
Woodstock, North Bay, London, Hamilton, Winnipeg, and Saskatoon. 

The Valley of Toronto hosted a Master Masons’ night and presented an explanation of Scottish Rite Masonry 
to the Masons present which was very successful. As a result of these presentations, I believe that over 70 
Masons are now or will be shortly members of Scottish Rite. The information for the planning for these events 
is available if you only ask. We recommend your Valley give it a try. We note from the summons that Calgary 
did their installation of all three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by the committee “on 
Rituals and Ritualistic Matters”, and Winnipeg did a joint election and open installation. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more in some Valleys in Canada. They 
add to the fellowship and allow members who do not reside close to their Valley to have contact with their 
Brethren. The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the deputies’ reports and seem to be expanding 
to outlying areas with some Valleys having open ceremonies on Sunday morning. These ceremonies on 
Thursday and Easter Sunday give the membership an opportunity to attend in the community where they live 
and still be with their families on Easter Sunday. 

INTERNATIONAL VISITS 

The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be encouraged. Your committee 
recognizes that this is not always possible because of location of our Valleys, but where possible we 
encourage and support them. 

INTER-VALLEY VISITS 

The members of Toronto Valley portrayed the 21st. degree in Moore Consistory, Barrie Consistory and Ottawa 
Consistory this year. The members of Windsor Valley travelled to Chatham to conduct the ceremony of the 
Installation of Officers and Chatham returned the favour by conducting the ceremony in Windsor; Members of 
the Valley of Sydney went to Summerside Prince Edward Island; Members of Halifax Valley to Summerside 
Prince Edward Island; Members of Winnipeg Valley visited Brandon Valley. 

EVENTS OF NOTE 

The Province of Saskatchewan held a Provincial meeting with a good turn out from all Valleys. Many important 
items of mutual concern were discussed and good ideas were exchanged among the representatives present 
at this meeting. A number of Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we 
congratulate these Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour while they are able to enjoy it. 

Some Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation at their meetings to the 
recipients of bursaries, and are thus promoting the Foundation and the great work it is engaged in, and in the 
education of our members. Some Valleys are fortunate enough to have the recipient speak to the members of 
the work they are engaged in and in which field of study. 
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Cooperation between Valleys in providing assistance to each other in all circumstances as required is 
important to all Valleys. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander has written and will write a personal letter to each new member of the 
Shrine if he is able to get their address and invite them to become members of the Scottish Rite. He also 
notifies the Valley that person lives closest to and encloses an application for membership from that Valley. 
This is happening with the new members of Rameses Temple. We recommend that this be attempted in all 
provinces across Canada. 

We must always remember to promote Scottish Rite, support our craft lodges and to participate in our total 
Masonic fraternity. 

We note that III..Bro..John A. Prosnick Deputy for Quebec has been elected Deputy Grand Master for the 
Grand Lodge of Quebec. We congratulate him on this honour. 

APPRECIATION 

Your committee extends its sincere thanks to all who provided notices, (especially our hard working 
Secretary/Registrars) newsletters and schedule of events, which was a great assistance in the preparation of 
this report. 

Our sincere appreciation is extended to our Grand Secretary-General, the Executive Secretary, and the 
competent staff for the great assistance to the members of this Committee.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council imposes the duty upon the Standing Committee on 
Fraternal Relations to keep informed with respect to fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and 
Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct 
thereof, and to report thereon to this Supreme Council at each Annual Session. 

In discharge of this duty, the Committee is pleased to report as follows: 
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Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges of Canada: 

Unfortunately, due to a conflict in the dates of the meeting of the Annual Conference of Grand and District 
Grand Lodges of Canada and the Advisory Council of this Supreme Council, it was not possible for the Grand 
Secretary-General to be present at this year’s Conference. 

Nevertheless, your Committee comments again on the benefit to this Supreme Council of his attendance, 
when possible, at these Annual Conferences. 

Conference of Grand Masters of Masons in North America Conference of Grand Secretaries in North 
America: 

The 2004 annual Conferences were held in Washington, D.C. February 15 th to 18 th . This Supreme Council 
was represented at the Grand Masters’ Conference by Sovereign Grand Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33°, 
and at the Grand Secretaries’ Conference by Grand Secretary-General, H. Edward Standish, 33° and 
Executive Secretary, George R. Robbins, 33°. 

These Conferences provide a valuable opportunity for participants and observers to learn of possible solutions 
developed in other jurisdictions to problems, which are not dissimilar to those being experienced in this 
Supreme Council. 

In addition, they provide an opportunity approximately mid-way between the annual/or biennial meetings of the 
Supreme Councils of the Southern Jurisdiction, the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, and Canada, for the 
observers from all three Councils to renew friendships and share news and views. 

Your Committee recommends that this Supreme Council continue to be represented at both Conferences. 

10 th Conference of English-Speaking Supreme Councils-in-Amity: 

The Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction, USA was host to the Tenth Conference of English- 
Speaking Supreme Councils at Washington, D.C. June 4 th to 6 th , 2004. 

Representatives from twelve Supreme Councils and National Grand Lodges were in attendance. Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33° and Grand Secretary-General, H. Edward Standish, 33° represented 
this Supreme Council. J. M. Marcus Humphrey of Dinnett, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme 
Council for Scotland, gave a resume of the 9 th Conference held at Dunblane, Scotland in 1996. 

Henk E. Koning, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of the Netherlands delivered a 
paper entitled "Masonic Tool Kit", and Sovereign Grand Commander Reijo Ahtokari, 33°, of the Supreme 
Council for Finland reported on Freemasonic development in the "Eastern Block" countries in the years 1988- 
2003. 

III.-.Ronald Seale, 33°, the host Sovereign Grand Commander, moderated a discussion on the best way in 
which to present Freemasonry in a positive manner to the public. The Supreme Council for Scotland is 
attempting to accomplish this objective by giving greater publicity to their charitable endeavours in an effort to 
become "known by their deeds". 

Sovereign Grand Commander Ahtokari extended an invitation on behalf of the Supreme Council of Finland to 
host the next conference in Finland in 2008. 

Finland, where more than one third of Craft Masons belong to Scottish Rite Masonry, is one of several 
European countries where membership in the Order is on the increase. 

In the exchange of information between delegations, which is such an important aspect of all international 
conferences, it was noted that while the Nordic Grand Lodges, and a majority of the Supreme Councils which 
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are members of this Conference, are Christian, the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction, USA has 
always been universal; to be followed by the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, USA in the 1940's, and by this 
Supreme Council in 1971. 

A word of caution on the subject of recognition of new Bodies in former Soviet bloc countries was expressed by 
the Swedish delegation, particularly in view of the existence in some of these countries of more than one 
Grand Lodge (3 in Russia, for example, and 2 in Romania). 

The dates of the Conference coincided with the 60 th anniversary of the D-Day landing in Normandy on June 6, 
1944, and the Netherlands delegation gave a nice tribute to the Canadians and Americans for liberating 
Holland in the Second World War. 

47 th Conference of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated Countries: 

The 2004 Conference was hosted by the Supreme Council for France at the Hotel Meridien Montparnasse 
in Paris, from May 16 th to 19 th . 

The Conference was very well organized and the physical facilities were excellent. 

Twenty-three European and Associated Supreme Councils were represented from as far a-field as Australia, 
the Philippines and South Africa. In addition, five Supreme Councils with observer status were present, 
including Canada, which was represented by your Chairman. 

The Conference immediately preceded, and in some measure was conjoined with, celebrations recognizing 
the bicentenary of the founding of the Supreme Council for France. 

The theme of the Conference was “Mission and Responsibilities of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite in 
the Modern World”. Interesting papers on the theme were presented on behalf of the member and associated 
Supreme Councils, and on behalf of the observers, with diverse opinions being expressed. 

The Conference declared the adoption of a Charter reaffirming the following as the substance of the principles 
of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite: 

The Rules and Constitutions of 1762 and the Grand Constitutions of 1786 make up the intangible basis of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. 

These basic texts are timeless and universal and cover, like the Masonic work, which they include an initiatic 
character. 

Based on Tolerance, the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite has as its vocation to unite Master Masons, 
considered worthy of receiving its teachings, in the way of a progression of thought beginning with a belief in 
God, the Grand Architect of the Universe, and in the immortality of the soul, understood as the Universal Soul, 
as a necessary but a sufficient requirement to be admitted. 

The Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite aims to pursue its objectives by influencing the initiates which it will 
advance by methods suitable towards personal accomplishment. 

The mission assigned to the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite through its basic tenets, implies the 
sovereignty and independence of each Supreme Council and not allowing anyone to interfere in its affaires, 
even if it cannot, by the troubles of the world carry out its mission in its own territory. 

Duality of Membership Recognition: 

From time to time unhappy situations arise when a brother born in another country emigrates to Canada, and 
perhaps obtains Canadian citizenship. He may, or may not, have been made a Craft Mason in his country of 
origin before coming to Canada. But in any event, while in this country he joins a Craft Lodge, and 
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subsequently petitions to join the Scottish Rite in Canada and advances through the degrees frequently, and 
perhaps even rather quickly attaining the 32°. 

For whatever reason, he then returns to resume permanent residence in the country where he was born, and, 
particularly if his Valley in Canada has in place a system of commuted dues, he may well retain his 
membership in the Scottish Rite in Canada. 

Knowing, or discovering, that the Scottish Rite is established in his native country, he presents himself for 
membership in the highest degree he has attained in Canada. 

It is then that a shock may occur. He will likely be told that the Supreme Council in that country does not 
recognize the efficacy of the degrees he has attained in Canada or, in a variation of the situation, does not 
recognize his degree beyond, say, the 18°. 

As a further variation on this theme, if, before emigrating to Canada he joined Scottish Rite in his country of 
origin, and attained say, the 18°, and then while here advances to the 32° without prior permission, if available, 
from the Supreme Council in his homeland, he may be considered by that Supreme Council as having forfeited 
his membership in the Scottish Rite in that country. 

The brother then appeals to us for help. Often we can be of no assistance to him. 

Put very simply the position of many Supreme Councils, especially those belonging to the Conference of 
Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated Countries is that the degrees of the Scottish Rite 
should be taken slowly, with time intervening for reflection, true understanding, and the undergoing of an 
examination with respect thereto, before permission is granted to progress to a higher degree. 

Obviously, then, they look askance at the situation in North America where candidates can sometimes 
advance from the 4° to the 32° in days, or even hours. 

We all must remember that each Supreme Council is independent and sovereign within its own territory, and is 
perfectly free (as is this Supreme Council) to make, or adhere to, regulations for recognition of degrees 
conferred elsewhere, and the admission of persons to membership in its Bodies. 

Amity between Supreme Councils has to do with regularity, not with duality of membership recognition. 

Recognition of Supreme Councils: 

Following the adoption by this Supreme Council at its Annual Meeting in Windsor, Ontario, in September 2003 
of this Committee’s recommendation that this Supreme Council adopt as its criterion for recognition of other 
Supreme Councils, and the exchange of Grand Representatives, the regularity of such Supreme Councils 
based upon the best evidence available to it as a responsible member of the Masonic family, your Committee 
reconsidered the possible recognition of several Supreme Councils the recognition of which had previously 
been deferred. 

As the result of such further consideration, your Committee recommends that this Supreme Council extend 
recognition to the Supreme Councils of Croatia, Poland and Slovenia, and that Grand Representatives be 
exchanged with these Supreme Councils. 

Australia: 

In April 2004 a communication was received from M.\P.\Bro Jack Ball, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander, 
advising that as from April 01, 2004 the Supreme Council of the 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Rite for 
Australia is no longer in amity with the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite for 
Scotland. 
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The action is the latest chapter in a dispute which has existed since the formation in 1985 by the Supreme 
Council for England and Wales and the Supreme Council for Scotland of the Supreme Council for Australia. 

At that time and continuing to the present, some of the Chapters and Councils in Australia chartered by the 
Supreme Council for Scotland declined to join the Supreme Council for Australia, choosing rather to retain their 
allegiance to Scotland. Over the intervening years the Scottish Supreme Council has continued to appoint 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors General or Deputy Inspectors General to exercise authority over Chapters and 
Councils in Australia. 

It is the submission of the Supreme Council for Australia that these actions contravene provisions of the Grand 
Constitutions of 1786. 

Accordingly, the Supreme Council for Australia declared: "All Chapters of the 18° and Councils of the 30° and 
all other bodies and members owing allegiance to the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite for Scotland but domiciled and operating within Australia Sovereign territory, to be irregular within that 
territory". 

The effect of this Declaration is that it is no longer appropriate for inter-visitation by members owing allegiance 
to the respective Supreme Councils. 

Your Committee wishes the Supreme Council for Australia well as it prepares to host the XVII Conference of 
Supreme Councils of the World from May 22-27, 2005. 

Hopefully the differences with Scotland can be resolved before the Conference begins. 

Brazil: 

Congratulations are extended to the Supreme Council for Brazil which this year is celebrating the 175 th 
anniversary its founding under a Warrant granted by the Supreme Council pour les Pays-Bas (Belgium). 

A diploma and medal commemorating the anniversary were kindly presented to Sovereign Grand Commander 
Weber and your Chairman. 

England and Wales: 

Effective July 31, 2004 M.\P.\R.E. Sandbach, 33°, retired as Sovereign Grand Commander, and M.\III.-.Bro.\ 
J. Pemberton, 33° retired as Grand Captain General. In recognition of their respective services, each 
distinguished brother was elected an Honorary Member of the Supreme Council. 

V.\ P.\ Bro.-.G.L. Tedder, 33° Lieutenant Grand Commander was elected M.-.P.-.Sovereign Grand Commander 
to replace M.\P.\Bro.\Sandbach. This Supreme Council is pleased and honoured that M.\P.\Bro.\Tedder is 
the Grand Representative of this Supreme Council near the Supreme Council for England and Wales. 

M.\III.-.Bro.-.A.W. Hanbury - Bateman, 33° has been elected Grand Captain General to replace M.\lll.\Bro.\ 
Pemberton. 

We wish both M.\P.\Bro.\Sandbach and M.\ III.-. Bro.\Pemberton long and happy years of retirement. 

Also as of July 31, 2004, M III .\Bro.\ Alan Englefield, 33° retired as Grand Secretary General, to be replaced 
by M.\III.-.Bro.\R.E. Furber, 33°, M.\III.-.Bro.\Englefield is now V.\P.\Bro.\Lieutenant Grand Commander. 

We wish both brothers pleasant and successful terms in their respective offices. 

Your Committee has learned that discussions are presently in progress between the Supreme Council and the 
Grand Lodge of India which, it is hoped, will lead to the inauguration of a Supreme Council in India. 
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France: 


2004 Marked the 200 th anniversary of the second oldest Supreme Council in the world, and the Supreme 
Council for France celebrated its bicentenary with a series of memorable events which it at first shared with the 
47 th Conference of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated Countries and then continued 
following the close of the Conference. 

The imaginative planning and flawless execution of the plans by the members of the Supreme Council for 
France and especially by Frangois Gerin, 33°, Secretary of the Conference and Patricia M. Tarin of the office of 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Henri Baranger, 33°, ensured a wonderfully unforgettable experience for 
everyone privileged to attend the celebration. 

The week was filled with highlights. 

The Grand Master of the Grande Loge Nationale Frangaise very kindly offered a reception at the impressive 
Grand Lodge Hall. 

The President of the French Senate graciously tendered a reception in the magnificent Palais du Luxembourg. 

Paris from a different perspective was offered on a luncheon tour by barge on the Seine. Dinners were enjoyed 
in Montmartre and at the Pre Catalan in the Bois de Boulogne. 

The intellectual highlight was provided with the privilege of listening to six erudite lectures on various themes 
related to the Scottish Rite delivered in the Grand Amphitheatre of the Sorbonne. 

Following the festivities in Paris optional tours were offered to, and enjoyed by, many of the attendees, 
including your Chairman. 

A visit to Versailles included a tour of the palace, a beautiful concert in the Royal Chapel and dinner at Le Gris 
Chapeau. 

The final two days were spent in Touraine. At Tours a visit was arranged to the Museum of the 
Compagnonnage. A lecture on the history and evolution of the Compagnonnage was delivered, followed by a 
visit to the almost unbelievable masterpieces created by the various trades and skilled artisans on display in 
the museum. 

That evening in the Caves Painetes in Chinon, southwest of Tours, your Chairman was among those who, in a 
colourful and fanciful enthronement ceremony, was clothed as a Knight of the Brotherhood of Les Bons 
Entonneurs Rabelaisiens. 

The highlight of the final day of the tour was a visit to the great fortress of Chinon. It was here that Richard the 
Lion Heart died in 1199. At the beginning of the XIV century Philip the Fair imprisoned Jacques de Molay, 
Grand Master of the Knights Templar in the Coudray Tower of the castle and graffiti engraved by the Templars 
are still visible on the arches. And here, in the castle’s Main Hall, in 1429 Joan of Arc was received by 
Charles VII. 

The farewell luncheon was hosted by a member of the Supreme Council at his Renaissance Chateau du Rivau 
and gardens also visited by Joan of Arc and immortalized by Rabelais. 

Mexico: 

Congratulations and best wishes are extended to M.\P.\Bro.\Roger Falconi Vera upon his election as 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for Mexico. 
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Turkey: 

In November 2003 the Supreme Council for Turkey circularized all Supreme Councils with which it is in amity 
that the Bulgarian Grand Lodge had declared as irregular most of the members of the Bulgarian Supreme 
Council presided over by Peter Kalpakchiev and his officers. 

Efforts by the Turkish Supreme Council to effect a restoration of harmony having been unsuccessful the 
Supreme Council for Turkey suspended fraternal relations with the Bulgarian Supreme Council. 

In March 2004, the Supreme Council for Turkey announced that effective January 1,2004 mutual recognition 
had been established between it and the Supreme Council for England and Wales. 

Union of South Africa: 

Congratulations are extended to M.-.P.-.Sovereign Grand Commander Mauro Milanesi, 33° upon his re- 
election, and the officers upon their election to serve for the triennium 2004-2007. 

United States of America: 

On October 27 th , 2003 Mona Baxter died in Boston. Probably the best known and most loved “member” of the 
world-wide Scottish Rite family, she was the wife of III..Sidney R. Baxter, 33°, long-time Assistant to several 
Sovereign Grand Commanders of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 

Your Chairman, who first met Mona at the Fifth Conference of English-Speaking Supreme Councils-in-Amity in 
Boston in 1978, was among the many who paid tribute to her memory at the memorial in the Farr Room of the 
National Heritage Museum in Lexington on November 1, 2003. 

On a happier note, congratulations and best wishes are extended to III..Walter E. Webber, 33°, Sovereign 
Grand Commander, on the completion of a successful first year in office. We are very sorry that as the result 
of an unusual conflict of dates in the meetings of the Annual Meeting of the Supreme Council of the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction and the Annual Session of this Supreme Council, he will be unable to attend our Session 
in Edmonton. 

He will, however, be ably represented by III. .Bill C. Anthis, 33° Active Emeritus Member from Indiana, and we 
look forward to welcoming him and his wife, Patricia to our Session. 

Your Committee is most pleased that Sovereign Grand Commander Orlan Weber has accepted the 
appointment of III. . Walter E. Webber as Grand Representative to this Supreme Council. 

Congratulations and best wishes are extended also to III..Bro..Ronald A. Seale, 33° who has so ably 
discharged his duties during his first year as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of the 
Southern Jurisdiction, USA. 

We look forward to greeting him and his wife, Saundra, on the occasion of their first visit to this Supreme 
Council. We are very happy that they will be accompanied by our good friends, III..Bro..Jack D. Rehberg, 33° 
Grand Almoner, and Sovereign Grand Inspector General in Montana, and his wife, Patricia, and by 
IIIBroDavid Kruger, 33°, Past Grand Secretary and Past Sovereign Grand Inspector General in Virginia, 
and an Honorary Member of this Supreme Council.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON DEMOLAY 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It seems that there are less than 500 DeMolay in Canada with approximately 80 advisors. If we want to 
support DeMolay nationally we must have some type of structured system to communicate. 

For years we have tried to establish in each region, a DeMolay Committee for Scottish Rite. We have not been 
able to accomplish this so therefore we are asking each Deputy to send the name of a member of Scottish Rite 
so that we can establish a liaison brother instead of a committee with DeMolay in each region. 

If each jurisdiction could accomplish what has been accomplished by Scottish Rite Freemasons in Moncton, 
New Brunswick we would have over 2000 DeMolay across Canada today. 

This can be accomplished if we could organize a liaison person to report to us what is needed in his 
jurisdiction. 

The average age of Freemasonry is getting higher every year and we must address the issue that the young 
men of tomorrow have some connections, insight and encouragement by the Freemasons of today. 

It would be ideal if we could have one DeMolay representative in each Valley similar to what we have in place 
for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. It would certainly help. 

The more support we can give to encourage our respective Grand Lodges toward DeMolay would probably 
encourage DeMolay to be active in their jurisdictions. We need to be a leader in this field.

Border 
Chapter encompassing St. Stephen N. B. and Calais Maine are awaiting their charter, Fredericton is operating 
under the umbrella of Moncton with an ambitious advisory board. Mirimachi and Saint John have seen growth. 
A booklet outlining the Atlantic Provinces Convention in July included a program of activities, sports 
competition, ritual at the University of New Brunswick campus. Chapters from the State of Maine were in 
attendance. They were are winners but Moncton being the overall champion revealed their trade secret, a bus 
load of Rainbow Girls from Kodiak Assembly, the first new assembly formed in Canada in the last 20 years, 
augmented the cheering section. He made reference to Task Force Reports Number 1, Action Plan 7 and 
Task Force 2 and the GSG comments in his report on the Millenium generation are the source of our new 
members. The key to our success has been the dedication and imagination of the advisors, the DeMolays, the 
moms and dads helping the boys their fun programmes. Form an Advisory Board, develop a fun program and 
100 years from now my other accomplishments will not be as significant as the fact that I was important in the 
life of a boy. Applause.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON MEMBERSHIP AWARENESS & COMMUNITY RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The sheer size of our jurisdiction, encompassing, as it does, the whole country, being organized as we are into 
Valleys, sometimes allows us to believe that we are isolated, surrounded, as it were, by impenetrable hills. 

We seem to experience almost as much difficulty communicating with each other as we do with those who are 
not members. To prosper, indeed to survive, we must improve our communication at all levels and by all 
available means. 
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Our members are eager to know what is happening in their Valley, and to learn what is transpiring in other 
areas. 

With this in mind the Membership Awareness and Community Relations Committee embarked on a new 
endeavour, a monthly Communique delivered through the Deputies by e-mail, which would highlight events in 
the Valleys, allowing an overview of Membership Programs and Community Involvement, which have achieved 
some successes. 

As the content of this monthly communication is governed wholly by the input, which we receive, some Valleys 
have been featured each month, whilst we are still lacking any information from others. 

Perhaps our distribution list could be expanded to include secretaries of all of the Valleys (that is if they wish to 
receive it). As we use only e-mail it is extremely cost effective. 

Our recommendation would be to send a copy to each secretary with permission for it to be forwarded within 
the Valley; at the same time requesting input, which could be included in future issues of the Communique.

AUDIT & FINANCE READY 

III .Bro.-.Brian W. Gilkinson: this is my first report as Chairman of Audit & Finance Committee to the Supreme 
Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Canada, Sovereign Grand Commander. Peers and 
Brethren, under section 48 of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on Audit and 
Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme Council on the discharge of those duties. 

Under the heading Constituent Bodies financial returns, every Body is required to submit a copy of their 
financial statements to each of their members annually. They are also required to submit an annual financial 
return to Supreme Council using the prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to examine and 
report on these returns with two objectives, first to offer information that may assist the constituent bodies with 
their financial planning and secondly to ensure that every member of those bodies is adequately informed. Our 
annual review revealed a fairly consistent use of the prescribed forms in the prescribed manner which enabled 
Valleys to address prime indicators of their financial condition and to take remedial action if necessary. It is 
important that we can link prescribed forms with prime indicators of financial condition and remedial action that 
can be revealed by the use of those forms. Unfortunately, deficientcies continue in the manner in which the 
forms are used and the completeness of the information provided by a few Valleys. This often corresponds 
with an absence of sound financial planning to safe guard the long-term financial well-being of the Valley. 
These comments aside, for the moment the Committee can report that with more than a few exceptions the 
constituent bodies are in a satisfactory financial position or have the resources to address concerns. As usual 
this committee stands ready to assist with advice to any body requesting assistance particularly with regard to 
long-term planning. 

Under the heading of Recommendations: the Committee recommends that strict adherence to the use of the 
prescribed forms be practiced in those constituent bodies not the subject of an exemption from completing 
forms AF2 through AF6 never-the-less with the requirement for an Almoner’s Statement, with special attention 
to the accuracy and completeness of the information supplied to Supreme Council. This will allow a more 
accurate review of the financial condition of the individual bodies and enhance the ability of the committee to 
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provide constructive information to feedback through the Deputies to the Valleys. A regular review of financial 
positions takes place in each body. Particular attention should be paid to those factors that change over time 
such as membership trends, interest rates, rent and cost of living indexes to name a few. The Committee noted 
a very static approach to just plugging in the same numbers five years out in a few of the Valleys and simply is 
addressing the reality of the world we live in. The review should also examine the need for capital 
improvements in the short and long-term so that adequate steps can be taken to address those needs as they 
arise. The concern is that some Valleys do not have sufficient reserves to draw on to counteract an inadequate 
dues structure vis-a-vis the operating costs. Specific areas of concern also include the adequacy of revenue 
streams and their ability to defray expenses that provide a solid foundation for future contingency. Some 
Valleys have healthy reserves of capital from investments while others do not. The former cannot continually 
afford to drain those reserves as their operating expenses outstrip and inadequate dues structure while the 
latter cannot continue to live from one dues pay cheque to another without a realist plan to fund raise and 
invest. 

Finally a fourth recommendation, the committee recommends that Valleys with dues commutation funds 
ensure by actuarial means that they are adequately funded. 

It is the hope of the Committee that on a motion duly moved and seconded that amendments to the Statutes 
and Regulations governing Life Membership will be presented at this Annual Session for adoption. 

The Deputies will be supplied with a summary of the detailed comments made by the reviewer. We request 
that they review them with care and take the opportunity to discuss them with the appropriate officers in the 
constituent bodies within the jurisdiction, all with the goal of ensuring the future health of each body and 
thereby the health of the Scottish rite as a whole. 

Constituent By-law amendments - the Chairman of the committee has reviewed all requests for By-law 
amendments received during the year pertaining to financial matters and has forwarded comments and 
recommendations to the SGC. 

This Committee reports that it has examined the reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer- 
General, The Board of Trustees and the Auditors as printed in the Preliminary Proceedings and finds that 
those reports are informative and complete. Accordingly the committee recommends the adoption of these 
reports. 

Financial statements: The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2004 were reviewed and 
discussed in detail with our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants. The audited financial statements 
can be found printed in the Preliminary Reports. I will just note briefly that for the year ended May 31, 2004 
your Supreme Council experienced net income or income in excess of revenue over expenditures of $9,558 
and compared with a net income of $73,935 for the last fiscal year. Our investment income amounted to 
$57,198 which is compared with a figure of $61, 358 in the last fiscal year as pointed out by the GSG. 
Supreme Council, remains in a good financial position. We congratulate the GTG, GSG, SGC and the 
committee chairmen for the efficient manner in which they managed the financial resources of our Supreme 
Council. Accordingly the committee recommends that the audited financial statements for the year ended May 
31, 2004 be adopted and submitted. We do wish to express a special thanks to our Auditors, Grant Thornton 
Chartered Accountants and in particular to Mr. George Benton, for their interest and invaluable assistance in 
the year of adjustment in the Supreme Council office and on the committee. 

With respect to the budget for 2004 - 2005: The committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed in detail the 
budget as prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the year 2004-2005 in a line by 
line basis and we believe it to be realistic and provides for items necessary to meet obligations, financial 
responsibilities and commitments of Supreme Council for the current fiscal year. Unfortunately your committee 
has reviewed budget projections for our needs in future years and determined that it is necessary to 
recommend an increase in the per capita levy in 2006 effective June 1, 2005. This is to ensure a gradual 
increase in the levy overtime rather than dramatic increases over short periods that can make it more onerous 
for the constituent bodies to manage their financial commitments. With these observations your committee 
recommends the adoption of the budget as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General actually through the 
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offices of the Grand Secretary-General and we appreciate lll.-.Bro.-.Standish’s assistance in that effort. I now 
ask III..Bro..Standish to present his comments regarding the Budget. 

GSG: III..SGC, my peers and Brethren, copies of the budget for the fiscal year ending May 31, 2005 and 
projections for the fiscal years ending May 31, 2006 through 2008 have been distributed. I will address a few 
highlights and answer questions as they arise. 

Page one is a schedule with an analysis in percentages. Income from the per capita, that is dues per member 
per body, represents 80% to 82 % of our revenue. The present per capita rate per annum is $3.25 per member 
per body. The membership is decreasing, the income is decreasing so it is not amazing that the percentage 
remains the same. Turing to the expenses in total, without looking at the details that make up our expenses, 
you can see that they vary between 113% and 130% of our income. This creates and operating deficit that has 
been offset by our investment income, the percentages for our investment income and for the deficit is almost 
identical. Therefore in net terms the statements reflect that we are operating at a break-even basis ranging 
from a -1% to a +5% for the years in our projections. Turning to the next page in the report, it is a repeat of the 
first page except the numbers are now in dollar amounts rather than percentages. You can see the effect of the 
decrease in membership, the expenses reaming fairly constant in amount for the next four or five years, the 
increase being a reflection of inflation. The membership decrease as we move forward with the years on the 
schedule, the expenses while remaining fairly constant in total, and in order to keep our expenses inline with 
our income there is a need for an increase of $0.50 in per capita in 2007, another increase of $0.50 in 2008 
another increase of $0.50 in 2009 and it is that trend that we are trying to address Thus the recommendation 
for the year ended May 31, 2006 the per capita increase of $0.25 to $3.50 become effective June 1, 2005 and 
we would hold the per per capita rate of $3.50 per member per body for three years, That is the per capita due 
on June 1, 2006 and June 1, 2007 and then it would move to $4.00 effective June 1, 2008. We feel that this 
recommendation not only balances the budget for Supreme Council but also provides the Valleys with a per 
capita rate that they can used for their long-term financial planning to prepare their five-year projections. 

SGC extended a welcome to the HI’sG that had taken the opportunity to join our Session and observe the 
SGIG’s in conducting the business affairs of Supreme Council. “We are pleased that you have shown an 
interest in the management of Supreme Council and appreciate that you have taken the time to join our 
meeting.” 

Further discussion about the per capita increase, some of the confusion arising as the date for the increase is 
at the beginning of the fiscal year, for example, the increase effective June 1, 2005 effects the per capita 
income the fiscal year ending May 31, 2006. The five-year projection allows the Valleys to complete their 
financial plan knowing the per capita rate for the next five years, the per capita in most cases being the largest 
single expense classification for the Valley. However as time passes and the 2009 projections come closer, we 
will also find changes to these projections, they become more current and their accuracy better defined. The 
suggested rate increase will be reviewed at that time. We will not be implementing increases until they are 
needed to keep the operating budget on a break-even basis. Then increase for June 1, 2005 has been in the 
projections of the last four years and now that we are this point, it has become necessary to recommend the 
implementation of that increase. 

lll.-.Bro.-.Loopstra expressed concern regarding how the information is being passed on to the Valleys. In the 
past it seems that the Deputies were expected to pass on the information affecting the Valleys to their Valleys. 
It now recommended that the GSG contact each of the Valleys and advise them the per capita rates, as 
presented and approved at the Annual Session. It was further suggested that this information be published in 
The Supreme Councilor so that every member is informed instead of just the Valley Registrar and those 
members in attendance at the meetings. 

The SGC reminded the meeting and asked that the Deputies advise their respective Valleys that the Statutes 
require that the financial statements be available to every member of that Valley. 

III.-.Bro.-.Brian Gilkinson expressed his appreciation to the GTG, III.-.Bro.-.Thomas Lewis, the GSG, III.-.Bro.-. 
Edward Standish and the Supreme Council staff for their guidance contribution and assistance to the work of 
this committee. I also express my appreciation to the members of this committee for their hard work and 
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dedication on behalf of it especially III.-.Bro.-. Raymond who gave kindly of his time and advice during the course 
of the last year up to and including as late as Tuesday morning of this week.

ON MOTION duly moved and seconded by III.-.Bros..Brian W. Gilkinson and H. Edward Standish that the 
report be approved for presentation to Supreme Council. CARRIED. 

SGC called on the GSG to speak to the report on Life membership as presented on page 41 of the Preliminary 
reports. As you have had a chance to read the report, I will now talk about the concept. For Valleys that have 
commuted dues or pay life membership the concern is: 

1) Is there a separate life membership fund? 

2) Is the find sufficient to generate enough income to pay the costs for the members have a life 
membership? 

There are tables presented in the report, that have been reviewed by an actuary in order to confirm that the 
amounts therein are sound which would enable us by taking the age of your members in the classification as 
shown, multiplying by the by the amount given in Column “A” and completing the same routine for all the 
classifications for the Valley’s membership, calculate the sum which then reflects the amount of the Life 
Membership Fund that would be needed to finance the costs for those members. If you are charging annual 
dues, the annual dues should be at least equal to or greater than the costs per member. In there are no annual 
dues, we then take the annual operating costs for the Valley and divide it be the number of members in the 
Valley and thus determine the annual cost per member. The cost per member times the number of members in 
the Valley reflects the income that should be generated by the life membership fund to cover the costs for 
those life members. The purpose of this amendment to the Statutes and Regulations is to address that issue 
and provide a means for the Bodies to make that calculation. There are some Bodies who on their own have 
hired an actuary to review and determine the adequacy of their life membership fund. We are not discouraging 
this practice, but we there are a number of small Valleys that are not prepared to make that expenditure, so we 
provide this information that they may be able to assess themselves and establish their position of their Life 
membership fund. If the position is critical, they may want help and there is help available through the Audit & 
Finance Committee or through their local members. At least the Valley is aware that they do have a problem 
that needs to be addressed. That is the reason for the tables and the reason for including them in the Statutes 
and Regulations . 

lll.-.Bro.Donald N. Campbell questioned the use of 3% return for the calculations, when he feels that 
experience suggests that funds are earning returns of 4% or more. 

The GSG explained that the rate is one used by the actuary that may be controlled by their Association or 
Government Legislation so the 3% appears in the tables. III..Bro.-.Harold Crosby noted that the table does state 
the real rate of return, which is the rate of return after inflation. There was further discussion that this rate 
would cause a number of Valleys to have to increase their Life membership fee, which is not surprising. There 
are Valleys where the life membership fee is $250.00 and further comments that there are Valleys with an 
annual dues level of $25.00. We must face reality and adjust our dues to more realistic amounts. 

III.-.Bro.-. Pierre Phaneuf commented that the tables may provide an indication regarding the status or adequacy 
of the Valley’s Life membership fund, but there is a void as no provision is made regarding action to be taken in 
such circumstances. The table is to enable the Valley to assess the adequacy of the fund and not intended to 
instruct the Valley with the process to have the fund become adequate, nor are we saying that if the fund is 
undervalued, the members belonging to the fund would be assessed an additional amount to bring the fund to 
the proper level. 
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The amounts and use of data in the Column “B” on the table on page 42 was questioned and further 
explanation was requested. The GSG is not able to answer the question and in the absence of the GTG can 
only offer to obtain an explanation. 

The word “must” in section 10.1 as presented on page 42 was challenged. 

Suggestion to change “must” to “should”. 

Page 41 (e) uses the word “shall” which seems to be at variance with the word “must”. 

GSG: In summary we are presenting a table that is actuarily sound for use by the Valley. We are not stating 
that you must use it or must change your policies, we are simply providing the information for the Valley to 
determine the status of its Life membership fund that they may become aware of any potential problems if they 
are not properly and adequately funded. They are now aware that there is a problem and that it must be 
addressed. 

Further concern that the word “must” makes it mandatory and it is an amendment to the Statutes and 
Regulations then the Statutes must be followed. 

GSG: The extent and depth of the concern being expressed to this Sssion, I recommend that we ask the 
Valleys who have life membership to complete the calculations as presented on this table. If a Valley has an 
independent actuary’s report for their Valley, then a comparison be made. The results of these calculations and 
evaluations presented to our next Session. 

ON MOTION duly made seconded by III .Bros.-.H. Edward Standish and Robert S. Whitmore, that the 
amendments to the Statutes and Regulations as presented on pages 41 through 44 in the Preliminary Reports 
be tabled and referred to the Audit and Finance Committee. CARRIED. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros.-.H. Edward Standish and Brian W. Gilkinson that the tables 
as presented in the Preliminary Reports be communicated to the Valley Registrars, with a copy to the 
Deputies, outlining the need for the Valleys that have commuted dues to complete the analysis of their 
membership and the fund required in accordance with the tables on Pages 41 and 42. This analysis and report 
is to be presented to the Audit and Finance Committee of Supreme Council no later than June 15, 2005. 
CARRIED. 

It was noted that the tables should be amended as discussed and samples of the calculations be added to the 
package before it is sent to the Valley Registrars and the Deputies. 

The GSG, in the absence of the GTG, presented a further amendment to the Statutes and Regulations as 
suggested in the GTG report on page 5 of the Preliminary Reports. 

GSG: When members join a Craft Lodge there is an initiation fee that not only includes the cost of their regalia 
but an additional amount to be set aside in a Capital Fund, the income from which may be defined to be used 
to offset the costs of the Lodge. When we look at Supreme Council and the cost to join Supreme Council, the 
fees charged include the cost of the ring, collar, jewel, ladies broach and the conference registration fee for the 
conference at which he would be admitted as a member. The GTG is recommending the we should include an 
initiation fee to be held in a separate fund, the income from which would be used to help defray the cost of 
operating Supreme Council. This year the costs for the ring, collar, jewel, ladys’ broach and registration fee is 
$850.00 and that is the fee that the candidates are paying. The recommendation is that this fee be increased to 
$1,000.00 and that the $150.00 be set-aside in a Capital Fund, the income from which would be used to help 
defray the costs of operating Supreme Council. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III.-.Bros.-.H. Edward Standish and Brian W. Gilkinson, the initiation 
fee for admission to the rank of HIG be $1,000.00 for September 2005 of which $150.00 be deposited in a 
separate Capital Fund the income from which is to be used for the operating costs of Supreme Council. In 
future years the cost of admission will be the cost for the ring, collar, jewel and the lady’s broach plus $150.00 
for deposit in the Capital Fund. CARRIED. 
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During this troubled period in world history when we see so much hostility and strife often effecting Brethren in 
countries just named we can be very thankful that we are able to meet here in Edmonton openly, in peace and 
in security. Circumstances prevent many of us from visiting or even communicating with the countries which 
we represent. We recognize that communication between the members of this global fraternity of Ancient & 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry is kept alive through meetings of our Sovereign Grand Commanders 
such as the 47 th conference of SGC’s of Europe and associated countries recently hosted in Paris France and 
attended by our Past SGC III. Bro.-.John V. Lawer. The assembly of English speaking SGC’s held this June in 
Washington D.C. and hosted by III .Bro. Ronald Seale, SGC of the Southern Jurisdiction. While each 
jurisdiction remains sovereign and independent from one another, our leaders meet to ensure that the high 
standards and traditions of the order are universally protected and preserved so that the light of Freemasonry 
may be kept burning brightly as a beacon of hope throughout the world. SGC we thank you for the honour of 
representing this Supreme Council as Grand Representatives. We accept the duty of extending the hand of 
Masonic fellowship to Brethren in distant lands. May relationships within this global fraternity, this global family 
of Scottish Rite Freemasonry continue to be one of respect and affection, of mutual esteem and 
understanding.

Scripture: Exodus 2:1-10 Psalm 150 St. Luke 15:11-32 
Theme: Our God is the God of New Life 

In the Old Testament reading today we hear the story of the birth of the baby boy who came to be called 
Moses. The Pharoah or the King of Egypt was concerned about the increase in the Hebrew population. He 
ordered the Hebrew midwives to kill all boy children born. They ignored the King’s order and so the King 
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ordered all newborn Hebrew boys thrown into the Nile. That is the background of the story read today. 
Pharoah’s daughter finds the baby in the reeds and calls the baby Moses. Moses is raised as a Prince and 
after growing up he killed an Egyptian who was beating a Hebrew slave and because of this Moses fled Egypt 
to the land of Midian. 


In the story in St. Luke, we read of a son who demands his inheritance before his father dies, and much to our 
surprise and maybe the son’s surprise as well, the father liquidates half of his estate and gives it to the son 
who packs up, leaves home and squanders all that he has living the “ high life”. He was prodigal or 
extravagant with his inheritance. 

We too like Moses and the son waste what we have been given. We are all capable of wasting, time, talent or 
abilities, opportunities, or money whether that money is earned or inherited. 

The good news in the scripture is that God gives Moses a second chance. God calls Moses back from the 
Land of Midian to ultimately lead the Hebrews to freedom and to become the greatest Hebrew prophet. The 
father saw the son coming a long way off. I get the sense that the father was sitting on the front porch waiting 
and watching for his son to return. The father restores him to the status of “son”. It is really the father’s love 
that is prodigal (extravagant) enough to restore the son and give him a second chance. 

The stories are about God our Heavenly Father. Since God is able to restore and use a murderer like Moses 
and restore the prodigal to sonship, I learn and I hope you learn, that God’s love is enough to enfold us and 
forgive us, wherever we have strayed. God’s love is enough to restore us to our rightful place as children of 
God, and to use us for His purposes of love in this world.

• Must be 33 years of age

In recognition of services and special duties that he is able and willing to perform in the future as a Delegate 
and Representative of Supreme Council using his demonstrated knowledge, experience and expertise to aid in 
the labour of the three bodies, encourage them by his presence and to assist by his counsel in making the 
meetings more profitable and interesting. 

• Must have skills and ability for being a Chief and Leader 

• One who does not see this as a retirement honour, but who is able to perform more faithful 
performance and greater services in the future 

• One who possesses vision, one that may have the attributes to become an Active Member of 
Supreme Council, or has the skill and ability to hold a specific office in Supreme Council, or has 
a specific skill needs as an Active Member of Supreme Council. 

• One who is able to contribute in promoting the interests and objectives of Supreme Council and 
Scottish Rite in general

ADDRESS OF NEWLY-CORONETED 
HONORARY INSPECTORS-GENERAL 
By III.-. Bro .-.Norman Thomas 

Sovereign Grand Commander Orlan Weber, Lady Janet, III.-. Brethren, Ladies all: 

It is my privilege to express on behalf of the 2004 Class of Honorary Inspectors-General our pleasure on 
receiving the signal honour of the 33 rd degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. To those who gave 
of their time and effort to present the jewels, emblems and accoutrements we also express our heartfelt 
thanks. 

In my case I was especially privileged to have my long time friend and Brother Orlan Weber present the 
ancient two-headed Eagle of Lagash Goethe, a distinguished Mason Said: “Talent may develop in solitude but 
character is created in society.... It takes two men and God to make a Brother. We are tied together seeking 
that truth which none may learn alone. Masonry is a fellowship of men seeking goodness and to be drawn into 
its spirit and quest is to be made better men.” 

It would be remiss of me if I did not especially thank our wives and loved ones who have supported us on our 
journey to this day. May our achievements prove a tangible tribute to their patience and understanding and 
most of all to their continuing belief in our personal growth and self-improvement. We thank you from the 
bottom of our hearts. Without your love we could not have made the journey. 

It was exactly thirty-two years ago that my Masonic journey began in 1972 just a short period after my family 
and I had immigrated to Edmonton from Bristol, England. There in Bristol on Brandon Hill within a stone’s 
throw of the University was erected a tower commemorating John Cabot’s discovery of the Canadian 
Maritimes in 1497. We had often stood on Brandon Hill at the foot of Cabot’s tower and Looking westward 
across the Atlantic I found myself promising my wife and children that one day we would visit the land 
discovered by Cabot little realizing that within a short time we would spend the next thirty six years in Alberta 
where I was appointed to a University chair. 

And what a wonderful journey it has been. The Great Architecture of the Universe unfolded such plans for us 
and in these Freemasonry has played a prominent role. The whole of life is of course a journey of self- 
discovery. Some do it well while others never really succeed. In its many lessons and themes Freemasonry 
repeatedly demonstrates the truism that, “We are fearfully and wonderfully made and marvellous are the works 
of the Lord” Psalm 139:14. 

The three basic degrees of Masonry teach us that Man is a physical, intellectual and spiritual being. Nobel 
Laureate Sir John Eccles set out to investigate the dictum’s validity. He began by discovering the existence of 
an electrical potential energy field surrounding the body and by investigating how this field affects the way 
neurons fire in the brain. Surprisingly he demonstrated that conscious thought does not begin in the body or 
the brain as Montreal brain surgeon Wilder Penfield had envisaged from his results of electrical stimulation of 
the brain cortex of man. 
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Contrary to popular belief Eccles showed that the first detectable sign of thought does not occur in the brain 
but rather in an external electric field at the nape of the neck giving rise after a measurable latent period to 
nerve action potentials in the underlying cerebellum which then ascended upwards towards the brain cortex. 
Penfield’s electrical stimulation had circumvented this natural spiritual process by directly stimulating the brain 
cortex, which of course does not occur under physiological conditions. Eccles then went on to demonstrate 
that this local “mind” of man was in turn activated by transient electrical signals in a more widespread area 
designated as the non local though both immanent and transcendent Mind of the Universe. Dare I say Eccles 
had discovered evidence of the f God pervading the Universe? 

Dr. Raymond Moody of the Medical College of Virginia where I undertook my residency in pathology 
subsequently found that resuscitated patients who had died on the operating table recalled taking a journey 
along a tunnel that lead towards a beam of light from which one experienced an incredible sense of love peace 
and warmth. 

In Freemasonry we are also taught that one’s body is a Temple wherein one’s spirit is able to communicate 
with the Shekina or the Spirit of the Creator that resided on the Mercy seat above the Ark of the Covenant in 
the Holy of the Holies. In that concept we may readily see similarities with Eccles’ research findings. 

In Masonry we are also reacquainted with the skill and artistry of man as the Builder who raised such edifices 
as the Pyramids of Giza, the Parthenon of Athens, the Great Wall of China and Sir Christopher Wren’s St. 
Paul’s Cathedral in London. Architecture we were made to understand is closely aligned with culture and 
civilization. Furthermore when one studies the Geometry of those edifices one sees evidence of the Divine 
Proportion 1:1.618 or Phi, where the height, breadth and length of the structures when compared with each 
other exhibit a measurable relationship of 1:1.618. We may wonder about the possible connection between 
the minds of men that cross historical lines and worldly venue. Ph[ plays a major role in the splendours of 
these magnificent temples. 

The divine proportion is also extant throughout nature appearing in the petals of flowers, sea shells such as 
that of the Nautilus pompilius as well as in the branches of a tree and in thte spiralling of leaves around the 
branch. One is also aware of the discovery of background sound frequency pervading the Universe that 
exhibits a Phi relation between the oscillations from deep space. Are we witnessing again evidence of the 
ever-present Mind of God? 

It was Leonardo Fibonacci who pointed out that these phenomena follow a mathematical progression of 
number 0, 1, 1, 2, 3, 5, 8, 13, 21 etc in which each numer is the sum of the preceding two numbers and where 
the quotient of the adjacent numbers tends to the ratio of 1:1.618. The number concept was predominant in 
the thinking of the Pythagoreans to which the Mason is introduced early in his quest for truth. 

Leonardo Da Vinci displayed the same Divine Proportion of 1:1.618 in his paintings and sketches such as “the 
Last Supper”, “The Mona Lisa” and countless others. We are all aware of the phenomenon in art since reading 
Dan Brown’s fascinating book the “Da Vinci Code”. And written in bold letter on the flyleaf of the fictional read 
one may also find the words of distress familiar to every Mason. 

Perhaps most significantly of all we find the Divine Proportion or Golden Mean repeatedly evident in our 
physical form whether it be in the proportions of the face, the positioning of the dentition, the spacing of the 
eyes, the proportions of the torso or of one’s limbs and appendages as Leonardo drew in his Vesuvian man 
standing in the confines of a circle with up stretched arms and downward spread feet connecting heaven and 
earth. 

Dentists and plastic surgeons use the Divine or Golden Mean Gauge, resembling the Masonic compasses to 
refine heir surgical corrections readily seen in the Divine Proportions of the Welsh Venus, Ms. Catherine Zeta 
Jones or in the Austrian Adonis cum Governor of California, Arnold Swartznegger. 

And finally from the Kabbala on which much of Freemasonry is based we learn that when the soul was 
breathed into Adam by God it was composed of hydrogen (fire/Yod), oxygen (water/he), nitrogen (airA/au) and 
more oxygen (water/final He). The Hebrew letters associated with the breathed in ethereal air spell the effable 
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name of God given to Moses at Mount Sinai. Each letter is given the associated number, which relates to the 
sum of the digits that compose the atomic weights of the elements hydrogen, oxygen and nitrogen. 

Braden Gregg in his book “The God Code” shows how carbon (earth/gimel) along with the above ethereal 
elements spell out the base components of DNA stamped upon every living cell found on earth whether animal 
or vegetable. And this connection appeared in Holy Literature long before modern Biochemistry or the 
elemental table of Metchnikoff were developed. 

Freemasonry is a way of thinking, a system of morality, a veiled allegory and a symbolic illustration of all 
creations particularly as it inter-relates with Man. It enables one to engage in an objective discovery of self, 
which I hope the above has demonstrated. It is the key to an understanding of Creation. For we are certainly 
fearfully and wonderfully made composed as we are of the very substance of the stars. Thus spiritual and 
scientific truths are simply a rediscovery of ancient laws that govern our Universe and a research of absolute 
truths extant t5hroughout nature. 

In common with the eminent and distinguished Honorary Inspectors-General gathered here this evening we the 
new 33 rd ’s are supremely grateful that the Freemasonry and the Scottish Rite in particular have opened doors 
to a wealth of knowledge and understanding. It is not hidden knowledge because it can be found in the Bible 
and nature by any one who pursues learning. We belong to a Universal Brotherhood and Sisterhood of 
Mother/Father God. It is time that Freemasonry placed its light on a beacon for all the world to see. 

FRIDAY MORNING, SEPTEMBER 17 th , 2004 
EXECUTIVE SESSION Friday September 17, 2005. 

The SGC called the meeting to order. 

ONE-DAY CLASS: 

Discussion regarding the first three degrees of Scottish Rite Masonry and the suggestion that the SGC contact 
the Grand Masters of the Grand Lodges in Canada regarding the portrayal of these three degrees. It was with 
the understanding that the concept of a one-day class be explored. Grand Lodge would be responsible for the 
first three degrees and the Scottish Rite for the degrees 4° through 32° 

III..Bro.-.Pierre Phaneuf: Part of the original understanding and agreement, when the Scottish Rite was 
established in Canada, was that we would leave the first three degrees as a part of the Grand Lodges in the 
provinces of Canada. It was clearly one of the landmarks for recognition of Scottish Rite Masonry in Canada as 
an area we would leave to those Grand Lodges. It is a rule that we imposed on ourselves and as such should 
not even touch it. 

III.'.Bro.-.Loopstra: Notwithstanding the foregoing, Advisory Council did advise the SGC to contact the various 
Grand Masters in Canada stating that we where exploring the possible portrayal of the first three Scottish Rite 
degrees for Masonic education. We appreciate their consideration and request their input to this suggestion. 

Discussion regarding the “All the way in one-day”. There were mixed feelings and reports from the experiences 
in Ohio and New York. The NMJ has considered presenting just the 4 th degree, the fee is the same as you 
would pay for the degrees to the 32° but you only get the 4 th degree. This gives the Candidate a feeling for 
Scottish Rite Masonry and he can proceed if he wishes with no additional costs through the remaining Scottish 
Rite degrees. 

III . . Bro.'.C. Robert Townshend included, that from his experience it is your responsibility to send a letter clearly 
outlining your thoughts but if the message apparently received did not deliver the message you sent or 
intended to send then it is your (the sender’s) responsibility to correct the same. Therefore I suggest that 
having attended our Supreme Council where this topic was discussed that another letter be sent stating that is 
the wishes of this Supreme Council that the SGC send a letter to clarify this matter. It is our responsibility to

clarify this matter. If the matter is not cleared but allowed to continue to be misunderstood or misinterpreted, 
then it will affect other communications and ideas we may wish to present for consideration in the future. 

III.. Bro.\C. Edwin Drew: This is the first time that members who are not part of the Advisory Council became 
aware that this was coming up for discussion. The impetius and the decision to do this or not to do this, rests 
solely with the particular Grand Lodge. If we are going to do anything, I humbly suggest that we could say to 
the Grand Masters that, if they should decide to do something like this, we would either be prepared or not 
prepared to give them our full support. Thus we clarify the situation by saying that we are not prepared to do it, 
but if they do decide to do it we will give them our full support in much the same way as IIIBroLoopstra 
stated the support is being given in the various jurisdictions. 

SGC decided that we will have more discussion on this topic at our Advisory Council. 

SGC welcomed our Brethren from the United States: III.-.Bro..David Kruger and III.-.Bro..Bill Anthis and 
invited them to take their places in the East. 

SGC: Brethren we had an unfortunate experience yesterday, one of our Candidates was not in attendance for 
the degree. We propose that permission be granted for him to receive the degree next year, or possibly at an 
earlier date in his home Valley. We have learned from this experience and next year we will take an 
attendance roll for the class. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III.'.Bros..Matthew Todd and Norman E. Byrne that permission be 
granted at a time and place convenient to the Deputy, the Valley and the candidate to confer the Degree 
before the next Annual Session. CARRIED. 

SGC: Although the Brother will not be able to attend the Session while the Lodge is tyled and open, the Deputy 
and I have extended a welcome to him on your behalf to attend the banquets, the seminars and the social 
activities of this Session. 

SGC requested that the Active and Past Actives of Supreme Council assemble in the East for a group 
photograph. The picture is to be on display in the Supreme Council office and held for records. Copies will be 
available at a later date for a nominal fee. 

SGC welcomed the Brethren to the General Session. 

III.-.Bro. .Brian Gilkinson presented Most Worshipful Brother Rodney Ponech, the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge A. F. & A. M. of Alberta. 

SGC: Most Worshipful Brother Ponech, “Rod” as he is better known locally, it is indeed a pleasure to have you 
join us, to have been a member of the Class and the representative candidate makes for a special day for you 
and for me. At this time I offer you the gavel and the opportunity to give us a few words of wisdom from this 
great province of ours. 

Most Worshipful Brother Rodney Ponech: This is awfully early in the morning for a Grand Master. Usually we 
find ourselves situated some place in between 150 Masons and a meal. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, the Officers, Guests and Members of Supreme Council, who are now all my 
Brothers; It is certainly a pleasure to again welcome you all to the province of Alberta and the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Alberta, from the thousands of Masons in this jurisdiction we are very pleased to have you 
here. You have caused us an awful lot of work but we are still pleased to have you here. I have worn many 
hats over the couple of weeks, the organizing committee where my roll was longshoreman unloading trucks 
and believe me you do not want to see the parts of the hotel we saw . Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday I was 
wearing a blue tag performing as part of the team of volunteers welcoming you to the hotel and seeing that 
everyone was properly accommodated. It was just wonderful to see everyone arriving with a smile on their 
face. Yesterday for me was a distinct honour and pleasure. Last night we had a speaker who was a 
representative of the Class but I have to tell you also what an honour it has been bestowed upon us. As a 
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candidate first I want to tell you that we thank you for the honour, that we understand our obligations and we 
pledge to each one of you that we will meet those obligations. 

III. Bro. .Orlan Weber, a short message as a reminder for you and me. The first time that I was ever a presiding 
officer in a anything Masonic was, I think, almost exactly forty years ago when I became Master Councilor of a 
DeMolay Chapter. There is a moment during the Installation that I will never forget; that is when putting the 
cloak on the Master Councilor there is a the statement in the ritual: “from the ranks you have risen and to the 
ranks you will some return”. There is also an Italian proverb that I think is appropriate for you and I as we think 
of the Italians sitting in the sun playing chess in the plaza and there is a proverb that goes something like this; “ 
At the end of the game the King and the Pawn go back into the same box. (laughter and applause). I think that 
you and I have to remember that in particular. 

Brethren I am very optimistic about Freemasonry. In Alberta our membership is going up and what is really 
amazing is that the age of our initiates is going down. We are looking at large classes in some of our lodges, 
not one member not two members at the age of 55 or 60 who finally found time. What we are seeing is 
classes; I had request for dispensation for eight for one degree another group that wanted dispensation for six. 
In my own lodge in 18 months we brought in 11 members the oldest of which was 34 years old. They all want 
to be officers. They are keen but they are different than we were. They know an awful lot about Freemasonry. 
They understood what they were coming into, they knew all of the myths, they knew all the terrible accusations 
that had been placed against Freemasonry, they had discounted them and they came in with their eyes open. 
They are younger, better educated and certainly more knowledgeable. The challenge for us is that they are far 
more demanding. As rulers in the Craft Brethren, we are going to have to deliver to these young people. The 
future is there but we are going to have to deliver something that they think is worthwhile for their time. Their 
time is very limited. 

From my wife and myself I certainly want to thank you for all of the kindness and courtesies that you have 
given to us. The hospitality has been wonderful. I want to tell you there is only one disappointment; I have 
always been told that the most senior members of the Craft held the secret to world dominance and I missed it 
yesterday. 

SGC: I see that the pressure upon you has not decreased your ability to make people laugh. It is nice to have 
you here and in the seat of honour. We thank you for the return of the gavel and I think you and I both we 
loom forward to “being out back in the Box” It will be a great feeling with lots more time to do what we want to 
do. Thank you for your attendance at our Annual Session. 

III.-.Bro.-.Brian Gilkinson: SGC it is my pleasure to introduce to you the honorable John Williams, Member of 
Parliament, the Honourable Ian McLellan, Member of the Legislative Assembly and Stephen Mandell, 
Councilor for the city of Edmonton. 

SGC: As a fellow Edmontonian, I take great pleasure in welcoming you to our Annual Sessions. I invite you to 
take your seats in the East and take turns at the podium to bring greetings. 

Honourable John Williams: Sovereign Grand Commander, Gentlemen, Good morning! It is my pleasure to 
bring greetings on your 130 th Annual Session of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada as you meet here in Edmonton and to bring you greetings from the Government of Canada. I have to 
admit that even though I am Scottish, I know don’t know too much about the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry so I talked to my good friends here in Edmonton, Bob Allen and Bert Barker about the 
Scottish Rite and they said “Oh that is the other guys (laughter). They were not able to tell me too much but I 
do know that, as Freemasons, you are a great contributor to our society. As I say on many occasions: “It 
doesn’t matter what you do for society as long as you do something”. Some people are hockey coaches, 
unfortunately they have been teaching kids how to ask for money these days rather than hockey, but they do 
teach our kids how to play hockey while others do other things in our society. You are working with 
Alzheimer’s and children with learning disabilities and I understand that you are responsible for opening the 
first Learning Centre for children with dyslexia in London, Ontario. I congratulate you on the work that you do 
for our society because it is the organizations of volunteers that build the great society that we enjoy here in 
Canada. Therefore I welcome you all to the City of Edmonton and to the province of Alberta. I do hope your 
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deliberations go well this week and have a safe trip home. I meant to start of by congratulating you, Mr. Orlan 
Weber, whom I understand is from Alberta and is now your Sovereign Grand Commander. Congratulations 
Orlan. I noticed by the way, when I walked into the hotel that all the women were downstairs. I hope you kept 
the credit cards, (laughter) Congratulations and have a great time. 

Honourable Ian McLellen, member of the Legislative Assembly for Alberta: 

Sovereign Grand Commander, elected colleagues, Gentlemen, Welcome! 

It is my great pleasure, on behalf of the Premier of Legislature of Alberta, to welcome you and thank you for 
coming here to Alberta and Edmonton for your assembly. I too did not know very much about the Masons 
although it seems everybody has heard about the Masons but not everybody knows about the Masons. It is 
probably not as secretive an organization as many people believe it to be. But I will tell you why I am here. Of 
course the invitation went to the Premier and when the Premier is not able to attend the function to which he is 
invited, the invitation comes to my desk because I am Chair of the Caucus in this area, which allows me to 
pick and choose. When this invitation arrived I was intrigued and decided to do this one because previously on 
a December visit to Red Square It was cold, I wasn’t dressed for it and I was staying at the National Hotel 
going straight over to Red Square to the beautiful Cathedral. It was empty. Late at night and I bought one of 
those Russian hats and I wore it all the time I was in Moscow. What happened was this gal approached me; it 
wasn’t what I thought it was going to be when she approached me (laughter). It turned out that she spoke 
English, but could not work in Moscow as she did not have a Moscow address. So she acted as a guide and 
for $20.00 per offered to be my guide and interpreter during my visit. It was the best $20.00 I spent. When she 
found out that I was a politician she was convinced that I was a Mason because every politician in North 
America is a Mason. It started my interest and I bought a book, thinking that I would learn about the secret 
handshake. I called Loren Kline who told me a litttle bit about Masonry. On my arrival today I picked up this 
booklet “ Questions and Answers”. 

Question from the Floor: “ Is there an application with it?”(laughter) 

I found out about your good works but I don’t think that the visible work is what being a Mason is all about. It 
seems to me that the core of what you do individually and collectively through fraternity is based on the very 
clear identification and as we see it here the Bible a belief and faith and confidence in a higher power, because 
unless we have that, we really have nothing. That is what gives us as individuals and us collectively the 
strength and the moral authority that we need to face each day. I think that is the key to what your organization 
is all about and how, from the outside looking in, I see what you bring to our collective good. It is not really, 
although it is worthwhile, the financial support and the moral support to Alzhiemers and learning for the 
disadvantaged children that is good, but what it is an unconditional commitment to self-improvement that 
makes us and you as individuals better people, therefore better citizens therefore collectively make a better 
contribution not only to our city, province, country but to our world. As for that on behalf of the citizens of 
Alberta represented through the MLAs in the Legislature of Alberta and on behalf of Premier Kline it is my great 
privilege to welcome you here, to thank you for being here and wish you much success in your deliberations. 
Thank you so much. 

Councilor Stephen Mandell, City of Edmonton. 

Sovereign Grand Commander: Congratulations! I will not be that philosophical, I leave that to the Provincial 
and the Federal Governments because they can do that, as they have all the money. We as municipalities 
have to be more basic, as we pick up the garbage, provide the police and those kinds of things. First of all I 
would like to thank you for choosing Edmonton and even more important, the women aren’t here as they are 
busy spending all your money in our shops. I hope you all have a wonderful day and I am sure as they come 
back this evening you will find all the bags are full, your wives are smiling and dinner you will have tonight will 
be wonderful and they will be really happy. I congratulate the Edmonton Lodge of Perfection who are also 
celebrating their 100 th anniversary which is the same as the city of Edmonton which is also celebrating its 100 th 
year. If you look outside you will see the new Churchill Square, which is the new project the city is building 
scheduled to open on October 8 th for our big celebration. I am betting 8 to 5 against it going to open then but 
we do look forward to another success for the city. Thank you Mr Williams and Mr. McLellen for helping us with 
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that project. We thank you for choosing Edmonton and we hope during you stay here as you deliberate the 
business of your group that nobody seems to know.

SGC: that is one of our secrets, (laughter and applause). 

Councilor: I don’t know who the other guys are, now can I find out about the handshake? 

SGC: Masons of stature within our country, Federally, Sir John A. MacDonald, our first Prime Minister was a 
Mason, John Diefenbaker was a 33° Mason as all of us are here; Provincially, Hugh Rutherford was a Mason, 
Peter Lougheed is a Scottish Rite Mason and is on our side not the other side, (laughter). 

As a matter of interest, each year the Scottish Rite presents the John Ross Matheson Award to Masons who 
have demonstrated the true characteristics of a Mason being charitable and a good citizen. Peter Lougheed is 
one of the recipients this year. Steve Ramsanker is another one whom you would know. Closer to home 
people like Mac McCaulley, Donald Ross, Alex Taylor, John A. McDougall, all of whom have been Masons in 
the past as are a number of our MLAs. We are all Masons, have the first three degrees, then we can go 
Scottish Rite, York Rite, you can join the Shrine and other bodies and this is who some of the Brethren in the 
East represent. It is an international fraternity with visitors from France, the United States; Brazil was not able 
to attend due to a conflict in dates and we enjoy each other’s company. Thank you very much for taking time 
from your very busy schedules to visit with us and bring greetings. I understand that with your other 
commitments you wish to be excused, (applause) 

III.-.Bro.-.Brian Gilkinson: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you and to the Illustrious Brethren present very 
good friends from the Southern Jurisdiction III.Bro.-.Jack D. Rehberg, Grand Standard Bearer, Sovereign 
Grand Inspector General in Montana and Grand Representative to this Supreme Council of the Supreme 
Council of the 33 rd and last Degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, Southern 
Jurisdiction, USA. I also present with pleasure lll.-.Bro.-.William Miller, Sovereign Grand Inspector General from 
Washington State of the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of the 
33 rd and last Degree, Southern Jurisdiction, and another good friend known to all of us, lll.-.Bro.-. David Kruger, 
Honorary Member of this Supreme Council, Past Grand Secretary General of the Supreme Council of the 33 rd 
and last Degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, Southern Jurisdiction USA. 

SGC: I have had the privilege to travel down to the States on several occasions and yet while we live so close 
we are so different. I was in Montana when lll.-.Bro.. Rehberg’s son received his 33° last November, which was 
a real honour and pleasure for me to be able to attend. It was a cold frosty morning and as we were having 
breakfast in the hotel, I said “You know it is cold enough out there that a guy needs an toque.” They said: 
“What is a toque?” Come here guys and now you know what a toque is as I present you with your very own to 
wear, (laughter and applause) the first two Brethren can try them on and see how they work but I won’t ask 
David to do that as they really do a number on your hair.(more laughter and applause). Edmonton has a 
football team, the Edmonton Eskimos and sometimes you can understand that when you live here. Brethren it 
is a real pleasure to have you here, thank you very much for attending. It is very unfortunate that due to a last 
minute change in plans your Sovereign Grand Commander could not be here. The Brethren were invited The 
East. 

lll.-.Bro.-.Jack Rehberg, representing lll.-.Bro.-.Ronald Seale, Sovereign Grand Commander Southern Jurisdiction 
USA. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, Sovereign Grand Commander Orlan, I think your Grand Master handled it very 
well, he was very tactful, actually, you will find the “PGM” means “Prestige Gone Mister” and I can assure you 
they will tell you “don’t forget it.” Coming from the sate below you, Montana, I feel very, very comfortable 
coming to Alberta. I have been here many, many times and this time I would like to bring special greetings to 
you from our Sovereign Grand Commander, lll.-.Bro.-.Ronald Seale. I can tell you, Orlan, that he is just as 
disappointed as you are that he is not able to be with you, and we too are disappointed that he isn’t here. He 
has a very heavy schedule and his doctor suggested that he skip one of the trips. He will be at the NMJ later 
this week, he will be in Nashville, Tennessee to attend a Supreme Council Session the following week and with

III.-. Bro.-. Brian Gilkinson: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you III. Bro .-.Diego De Lora an honoured guest 
representing the Supreme Council of France. 

SGC: III.-.Bro.-.Diego De Lora, Bien venue au Canada and I ask our John and Pierrre to come to the East and 
greet him as well. It is a pleasure to have you and I have had the pleasure of meeting with you on several 
occasions when we were both in the United States for the 200 th anniversary of the Southern Jurisdiction and 
several times in the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. It is really an honour for me to greet you here in Alberta and 
unfortunately my grand children can speak much better French than I can. So I will just say “Welcome!” I 
would like to take you one of our ties with you as a rememberance of your trip here. Thank you for coming. 

Pierre greeted our Brother the “French Way” accompanied by sounds of extensive laughter and applause. 

III.-.Bro.-.De Lora: Sovereign Grand Commander, I put on my apologies because I speak in French, I speak in 
Spanish, I think I speak well with my hands but my English is very poor. I need one translator, my Brother 
Pierre, please come with me. III.-.Bros.. In various capacities, I bring you the greetings of Sovereign Grand 
Commander Henri L. Baranger of the Supreme Council of France, who unfortunately was not able to make it 
here because of his wife’s health problems. For us, Canada is a special jurisdiction and you have shown in 
difficult periods of our Masonic activities great fidelity and friendship. It is a good occasion for me today to 
render a special homage to this friendship, which I was able to witness in 1995 at the Geneva Conference at 
the occassion of a very courageous intervention, lll.-.Bro.-.John Lawer and also a reiteration of that friendship in 
Rio with III.Bro.-.Norman Byrne. It seems that we have the same way of looking at what our Rite should be, 
which is a civilization concept to form responsible individuals, which in this chaotic world we live in, is a 
necessity, because we have to take awareness of our responsibilities in front of the world. Two days ago, when 
I got here, with my wife I went to the Memorial in the back of the Altar to have a talk with the children of 
Edmonton, of the men who went to die in Europe so as to safe guard the democracy and freedom that we have 
today. In praying for them I thought of my father who died for the same reasons. We have a lot of points in 
common and today my friend Pierre told me he was a prewar Canadian - a French Canadian. He might even 
have some Indian blood. Since 1492, the date of the discovery of this country, twenty-five generations 
preceded me so it means the sixty-five million people have copulated so that I can be here today, (laughter and 
applause) It means that I also have some Indian blood. It has been said that, I wish to thank you for that I was 
able to live through you. I have had a Catholic up-bringing and I stepped away from my religion and looking at 
your assembly a moment ago, it reminded me of a poem that goes about like this: 
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I was looking for God and I could not find him 
I was looking for my soul and I could not find it 
I was looking for a friend it was difficult, 

I found Fraternity and there I found my soul 
And when I found my soul, I found God. 

And the Freemason that I am, I cannot help but think of the text here where it is said: “When you are all 
together, I shall be within your assembly.” 

We are all together in this moment of this celestial Jerusalem and I thank you to have greeted me within your 
city, (applause) 

III. Bro..Brain Gilkinson: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you III.-.Bro.-.Bill Anthis, Active Member for Indiana, 
Past Deputy for Indiana of the Supreme Council of the 33 rd Degree of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 

SGC: It is my pleasure to welcome you here. You looked rather lonely there. We know that all of your peers 
are meeting in Supreme Council at this very moment in Milwaukee. We are certainly looking forward to joining 
them there. I did not want you to feel left out, so I brought a toque for you as well. 

III .Bro.-.Anthis: Thank you very much for the toque. 

SGC: It is our pleasure. The LGC, who will be delivering the sermon at your Vesper Service on Sunday, 

III.-.Bro.-.Byrne, lll.-.Bro.-.Lawer and myself are looking forward to joining you in Milwaukee along with all the 
other members of your Supreme Council. Thank you for coming and giving up the warm weather they are likely 
having in Milwaukee for a little cool, brisk, fresh Canadian fall weather. 

III.-.Bro.-.Bill Anthis: SGC, I might say that my first name is Bill, not William and the long story of problems it has 
created for me over the years, but it is really my middle name that has created the most problems for me in the 
last few years. My middle name is “Clinton”, (laughter) When I came through the customs the young lady 
looked at my passport, she looked at me and said: “You are really Bill Clinton?” My wife would think that I 
would need an interupreter being from Kentucky and Southern Indiana. Hopefully you can understand me. 

III.-.Bro.-.Bill Anthis: SGC, Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, my Brethren, all”. 

Good morning! Grand Master I notice that you have a great sense of humour, and that is always good. We 
had a Grand Master in Indiana who also had a great sense of humour and I ask you to bear with me while I tell 
you a brief story. After I retired many years ago in 1990, I decided to go back and help my local Lodge. I had 
been a member there for 50 years but had not gone through the Chairs or anything of that kind and so being 
retired I decided to help them. I was honoured to be invited to go through the Chairs, and when I got to the 
Master’s Chair, our Grand Master in Indiana was named Bill Beech, you may have heard of him. He lived in 
Evansville, a small town just north of the town where I was going to be Master, and since he was a friend of 
mine he said: “I will come and Install you”. I accepted with pleasure commenting however that the weather in 
Indiana even does get freezing sometimes particularly the rain on the roads makes it very slick - so if it is a 
bad day don’t bother to come. He wanted to come regardless. Sure enough it was January 3 rd . It was a bad 
day and I said to the Grand Master I have someone else who can do this but no, if the weather clears I will be 
there. You have to know that in a small lodge we have some unusual situations and some of you have them as 
well. My Senior Warden was deaf, could not hear anything, so when I asked the questions. I would point and 
he would give me the answers. This worked very well as long as we didn’t get off track. But more than that my 
Tyler was blind and had been the Tyler for many years. However at the time he became the Tyler he could see 
and then gradually lost his sight. He wanted to be the Tyler, he knew everyone in the Lodge, would shake 
hands with them, waited for their name before he would let anyone enter the Lodge. Some tried to fool, him but 
for the most part he recognized their voice. On this particular night of Installation, the Grand Master arrived, I 
had not told the Lodge that the Grand Master was coming, we had never had a Grand Master in our small local 
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Lodge. I thought then people might get upset and stressed if they knew he was coming, so I did not tell them. I 
did not see the Grand Master come in but this is what I heard as he got to the door of the Lodge: 

Tyler: “ Who are you?” 

Reply:“l am the Grand Master” 

Tyler: “The Hell you are” 

The Grand Master was delighted and told the story all over the State. 

I bring you greetings from the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and specifically from Sovereign Grand 
Commander Walter Webber. SGC Webber sends his regrets. At this moment we have two Commander 
Webbers. At the moment he is involved in the Executive Sessions that precede our Annual Session. As I am 
an emeritus member and not a voting member, with a number of issues that will be close votes this morning he 
did not want to send a voting member. He did ask me to congratulate this Jurisdiction on your progress in 
establishing Learning Centres. He also wanted me to note that our Supreme Council is developing an new 
fourth degree that will be the only degree that is offered in the One-Day classes which I am sure you have 
heard about that are held in conjunction with our Grand Lodges. Your jurisdiction may be interested in following 
the progress with this new approach. Finally, Commander Webber is very happy to observe that the 
relationship between our Council and yours has never been stronger. 

My wife and I want to say how pleased we are to represent Commander Webber on this occasion and we 
express our great appreciation for your hospitality, (applause) 

III.-.Bro.-.Brian Gilkinson: SGC, I present to you and to the Illustrious Brethren present Excellent Companion 
Terry Drolet representing Most Excellent Companion Donald Gilles Excellent Grand First Principle Grand 
Chapter Royal Arch Masons of Canada in the Province of Alberta. 

SGC: III..- Bro..Drolet, it is a pleasure for me to be able to welcome you as a representative of the Royal Arch 
Masons here in Alberta to our Supreme Council Sessions and to thank you for being the Medical Officer for our 
planning Committee, offering if provided with a list of those in attendance with their medical problems, he 
would like to visit them and discuss their problems. When the list reached 100 pages, I think I have changed 
my mind about the visitations. Terry, it is a pleasure to have you here. I have known you a long time, It is great 
to see you, to know you continue to remain very active. Please join us in the East after bringing a few words to 
the Brethren. 

III.. Bro ..Terry Drolet: SGC Orlan Weber, members of Supreme Council, special guests, it is indeed a great 
honour, a privilege and a pleasure to be here. Earlier someone talked about “the other guys” and while I looked 
around the room, the lines seemed to dim because a lot of us are members of both bodies. I recount the story 
of a crusty old Past Master in our Lodge who used to say; “When there is nothing left to be said there is always 
some damn fool who will get up and try to say it.” (laughter) I always seem to be stuck in that position. I bring 
you greetings from Most Excellent Companion Don Gilles Grand First Principle of the Grand Chapter of Royal 
Arch Masons of Alberta. He is currently attending the Grand Chapter of British Columbia. I was only too happy 
to bring greetngs to Supreme Council from MEC Don Gilles. Grand Chapter this year is at Campbell River, on 
Vancouver Island very well noted for its salmon fishing. How did you swing that? Well someone has to catch 
those salmon. SGC our friendship goes back many years to our Craft Lodges who have been in close amity for 
many years, gone through Scottish Rite together and I can remember how thrilled we all were when you 
received your Active membership and as members of the Edmonton Valley an even greater thrill for you and 
us to have one of our own elected Sovereign Grand Commander of Supreme Council. Also to our Grand 
Master, we have traveled the roads together and believe me when you talked about putting the King and the 
Pawn back in the same box it’s great but it ain’t so because when I finished my term as Grand Master, the very 
next month there were three Past Grand Masters on my doorstep saying: “We have other work for you.”, which 
is why I am standing here today. Also as the medical bloke, I would like to pay tribute to Lee Spicer the 
registrar, who has done a marvelous job. He gave me two stacks of medical cards with eveyone’s medical 
problems. There is one Brother in particular whose card is typed single spaced listing numerous medical 
problems and I ask: “Is this guy going to be here?” (laughter). Brethren he is not only here but I am amazed at 
this man who is a walking text book and he looks pretty darn good. I had the great pleasure of meeting him at 
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the mixer on Wednesday night. When you see Brethren like that who come out no matter what, it speaks well 
for the Order. Thank you for your hospitality and courtesies. It has been great to be here, Thank you very 
much. 

III.-.Bro.-.Brian Gilkinson: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you III. .Bro. A.E. Curley Elliott, Provincial Grand 
Master of the Royal Order of Scotland. 

III. Bro..A.E. Curley Elliott: Thank you very much lll.-.Bro..Grand Marshall 

SGC: It is a pleasure for me to welcome you to our Annual Sessions. As a member of the Royal Order of 
Scotland, we have obviously spent time together. It is nice to welcome you to this northern city of Edmonton. I 
am not sure how often you get up here and although we have our inter city rivalries; we are united in many 
things. Thank you for coming. Please address the Brethren. 

III. Bro..Curley Elliott: SGC Orlan Weber, we go back a long way. 

Members of Supreme Council, distinguished guests and Brethren, all: It is nice to be in the clean-up position, 
all you have to do is stand up, sit down and shut-up. But you know Curley Elliott and he is not that way. Firstly 
I bring you greetings from the Royal Order of Scotland not just from me as the Provincial Grand Master but 
from all the Royal Order Brethren in Alberta, in Canada and across the world. We have the Royal Order 
covered and as I look around and see Provincial Grand Masters from both coasts, Ontario and members from 
the Provincial Grand Lodges of the Royal Order across Canada. 

Thank you my Brethren. We extend greetings to the SGC and this Supreme Council. A lot has been said this 
morning but something that has not been said that came to me yesterday as I was sitting in the East and 
listening to two of those wonderful lectures in the Degree.

The second one was that wonderful and powerful final charge given by 
III .Bro. Loopstra that spoke on education and the responsibilities to the Craft. SGC, this is where you come in 
because you are very humble, friendly, a very dedicated Mason and your dedication shows forth in your drive 
to bring the Scottish Rie probably kicking and screaming into the twenty-first century. In that, we congratulate 
you for your efforts. Brethren you may not know that our SGC, Orlan Weber, is the first SGC from the Province 
of Alberta, and we wonder why it took 130 years to get there. Orlan, we are glad you have arrived and rest 
assured you have the support of all your Scottish Rite Brethren and in particular your Royal Order Brethren in 
the Province of Alberta. We hope that your dreams, asperations and all you hoped for during the year come to 
fruition and that the seeds you have sown here at this assembly may grow into mighty oakes for generations to 
come. In closing, Helen and I thank you for all your hospitality and your gracious wife Janet for looking after the 
ladies. It has been our pleasure to be here today. I would like to correct a few things before I sit down. First of 
all Brother Bill Clinton you talk about humour and with the Grand Masters we have here in Alberta, we all have 
a sense of humour. One other item that was missed as we spoke about my Brother who spoke before me, 
being a Doctor and how he would look after your health, but the SGC forgot to tell us that he is also the 
Coroner, (laughter). Brother Weber, I have lots of toques but I could use another tie. 

III .Bro. Brian Gilkinson: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you the President of the Shrine Club and through 
you to the Illustrious Brethren present, III.-.Bro.-.Sir William Boone, Potentate of the Al Shamal Shrine. 

SGC: III. Bro..Bill, it is a pleasure to have you here. Thank you for coming. We missed you last night and we 
hope to have you join us at our Luncheon and our Banquet this evening. Thank you for taking time out of your 
busy schedule to be able to join us. I invite you to join us in the East and give you the opportunity to bring 
greetings. 

lll.-.Bro.-.William Boone: Sovereign Grand Commander, Distinguished East and Brethren, all: It is an honour for 
me to attend this morning to bring greetings from the Shrine Masons of Northern Alberta. The ideals of 
Freemasonry as exemplified by the charitable efforts of our Shrine Centre are alive and well in Northern 
Alberta and the North West Territories. We care for approximately one hundred children in our jurisdiction with 
a transportation budget of one quarter of a million dollars. One of the Brethren here this morning, Bro.Don 
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Willard is responsible for seeing that we spend most of that money, and he and his committee are doing an 
excellent job. We are extremely proud of our Montreal Hospital as pertains to us in Northern Alberta, where the 
research on austio genesis imperfective, a bone disease, has allowed Northern Alberta children to return home 
to hugs and kisses from their family and friends, where as previously they could not even bear to be touched. 
So as you can see, we are impacting the lives of a number of children in this jurisdiction. On behalf of all 
Shrine Masons I extend congratulations and best wishes to the Brethren just conferred with 33 rd degree 
yesterday. SGC, I thank you for your kind invitation and I wish you and your Supreme Council continued 
success in your Sessions throughout the year. I am sorry about last night but we have a daughter that had 
heart surgery a couple of days ago and my wife and I are back and forth in caring for her. Again, I thank you 
very much for your kind invitation. 

lll.-.Bro.-.Peter Dunlop, Welcome, thrice welcome seeing that our Commander-in-Chief and the Thrice Puisant 
Grand Master could not be here, I believe they are both out of the country. Thank you very much for coming. I 
know you have done an awful lot of work getting things organized. Let me assure that the Brethren appreciate 
the way things have gone. Congratulations on being married again, (applause) 

lll.-.Bro.-.Peter Dunlop 32°: SGC of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, 
distinguished guests in the East, Grand Master and Brethren, all; On behalf of the Valley of Edmonton, as well 
as from the Thrice Puisant Grand Master, Chris Williams, 32°, and the Commander-in-Chief Sam Moore, 32°, 
and myself, the Officers and Brethren of the Edmonton Valley, I thank you very much for giving us the 
opportunity to host these Supreme Council Sessions in 2004, this our centennial year. It has been an honour 
and a privilege to have all of you here.

lll.-.Bro.-.Dixon Winder made the following presentation on behalf of the Class of 2004: 

SGC, Members of Supreme Council, Grand Master, Distinguished East and Brethren all; 

It is my very distinct pleasure to have been asked to make a presentation on behalf of the Class and 
the newly coroneted Honorary Inspectors General 33° for the year 2004. It appears to have devolved 
upon me in the usual democratic Masonic process - without much warning and without much time for 
preparation. We have in our Class a very skilled artisan in the person of III. Bro..Earl Jones from the 
London Valley who has created this very wonderful replica of the loon. I want to tell you something 
about the loon. It is quite a common Canadian bird and has probably been seen and heard by many of 
you. It is found from the northern part of the United States north to the Arctic Circle. It is commonly 
seen on quiet inland lakes where it spends its summers to raise its young. It has some very unique 
characteristics which may, in many respects, be analogous to many of our Masonic beliefs. This is, of 
course, a very special occasion for the candidates of this Class. We have many people to thank and 
they have been thanked which include our sponsors, our Valleys, to the Valley of Edmonton, to our 
Sovereign Grand Commander for having put on these wonderful Sessions. It is also a very special 
occasion as we are his first Class, and it is the largest Class of new 33° in probably the last 30 years. 
This is the 100 th anniversary of the City of Edmonton. It is an unusual circumstance for a Sovereign 
Grand Commander to be able to host these Sessions in his home Valley. 

The loon is a very formal bird. It loves to wear black and white; that is its dress, as it is similar for us. It 
has a very distinctive call, if any of you have heard it on the inland lakes of this country. I am told that its 
collar is most distinctive and varies from bird to bird. It has been carved from a piece of basswood, 
which Earl acquired from the Belle Province, performing an excellent job in carving and painting it. The 
Loon has an interesting characteristic in that it, generally speaking, mates for life. If it looses a mate it 
does not remate. It reminds us of our dedication not only to our families but to each other as members 
of our Craft and of the Scottish Rite. It is the state bird of Minnesota and may have recently been 
adopted as the provincial bird for the Province of Ontario. The bird when it is fully grown is 
approximately 36” long and few people see it in flight although it does migrate. Most people see it 
swimming around the lake, fishing and diving. It is also called the great northern diver. 
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SGC, it is my great pleasure on behalf of the Class of 2004 to present this to you as a remembrance of 
this occasion of our appreciation of all that has been done for us and as a memory of this occasion for 
you. (applause) 

SGC: I love this fishing and I take my canoe about two miles into a lake which at times is so peaceful and when 
I see the loon, I think that even if I don’t catch any fish, it is still a perfect day. They are so pretty, you see them 
swimming around, diving and chasing those fish and hear their call. They are a wonderful bird, truly Canadian 
and thank you for your gift that both my wife and I will truly treasure. 

(applause) 

SGC Weber asked Past Sovereign Grand Commander, III.-.Bro.\Norman E. Byrne, to assume the gavel so 
that the Sovereign Grand Commander may present his Allocution. 

SGC Weber; Peers and Brethren 

As Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada, I extend a warm fraternal greeting to each and everyone of you on this our 130 th 
Annual Session. 

The Statutes and Regulations of our Supreme Council require that I report to you in writing on all the rulings 
made, permissions and dispensations granted, along with other important official acts which have occurred 
since our last Session. I am pleased to comply with those requirements here in my hometown of Edmonton, 
the capital of the Province of Alberta. 

Edmonton is a young city, in comparison to the older established areas of the eastern parts of Canada. The 
first settlement of Edmonton took place in 1795 when Ft. Edmonton was established by the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. It was a fur trading centre for the next 100 years and jumping off spot for many adventurers who 
were exploring the hinterland to the north and west. 

About eighty years after Ft. Edmonton was founded, the population had only grown to less than 800 souls in 
the Edmonton vicinity. In 1880 within the village of Edmonton, there were less than 300 people. Amongst 
these early settlers were a handful of masons who were anxious to spread the Masonic creed. 

In December 1880 in the very first edition of the Edmonton Bulletin, there was a small item stating that a 
petition had been sent to the Grand Lodge of Canada asking for a Charter to operate a lodge. For reasons 
never clearly explained, they eventually received a charter from the Grand Lodge of Manitoba. The good news 
about all of this is that both the York Rite and the Canadian Rite are practised in Alberta. 

Twenty years earlier ox carts had only barely started to make trips across the prairies from Winnipeg to 
Edmonton taking more than 6 weeks to make the journey, but this was much faster than the trip along the 
Trans Canada highway, otherwise known as the North Saskatchewan River, when it took more than twenty- 
one weeks for a round trip from Edmonton to Winnipeg and back to Edmonton. Mail arrived in Edmonton 
about once a year, possibly twice if you were lucky. 

Saskatchewan Lodge #17 started in the small village of Edmonton with muddy streets and population of only 
300 people. It started with 13 charter members, with membership increasing to 35 in three years, but the time 
was not ripe for the roots to take hold. 

It is hard to imagine that 4% of the population were masons in a village where there was not even a Masonic 
Lodge. It is little wonder that it is often said that in the old days masonry was important in a community and 
many of the members were very prominent citizens. 

Edmonton was on the very edge of the inhabited part of the western Canadian wilderness. The prominent 
citizens of Edmonton who had started the lodge were itinerant prospectors, fur traders and entrepreneurs, who 
were often away or had moved on to other opportunities. The lodge had to give up its charter seven years 
later in 1889, when Donald Ross was Worshipful Master. 
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Edmonton was on the edge of the wilderness, but it was changing fast, especially when the railway made it to 
Strathcona, its southern neighbour just across the North Saskatchewan River, in 1891. Modern day 
transportation had almost arrived in Edmonton and with it an influx of people. 

Again in 1892 the seeds of Masonry were to be planted and this time they successfully took root. There were 
16 charter members from the much larger population of 600. Obviously, the population was very itinerant. 

Between receiving their Dispensation on November 4, 1892, and receiving their Charter as Edmonton #53, in 
June 16, 1893 under the Grand Lodge of Manitoba, their numbers had more than doubled, to a membership of 
34. Members whose names are familiar to Edmontonians and now live on in lasting landmarks include Donald 
Ross, Alex Taylor, James Macdonald, John A. McDougall, Thomas Bellamy, and Matt McCauley, plus many 
others. 

Another member, who joined the lodge in 1893, was Dr. Edward Ainslie Braithwaite. He distinguished himself 
as a mason and as a doctor. He arrived in Edmonton with the NWMP and served as the first coroner for 
Edmonton in 1896. In 1932 he became the Chief Coroner and Medical Inspector for the Province of Alberta, 
which position he held until 1947, just one year before his death. He had the distinction of performing the first 
surgery in four of Edmonton’s hospitals. He served with the NWMP, the RNWMP and the RCMP for almost 48 
years. He was associated with them for 65 years. 

A short story as recounted by the young Edward Braithwaite when he joined the NWMP in Regina in 1884 
goes like this. 

My first ride involved taking a horse out of the stable and riding bareback. My horse gave a few big jumps and 
naturally I fell off. The rough-riding corporal came up and demanded to know who gave me permission to 
dismount. I answered, “if you put a recruit on a horse like that what do you expect?” 

Luckily he was not disciplined for his apparent insubordination. He went on to serve with distinction and the 
greatest longevity of any member of that famous force. 

He was a great leader, being Master of his lodge in 1898, and he became the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Manitoba in 1903 -1904. He had joined the Scottish Rite in Winnipeg prior to 1903. He was a charter 
member for the Edmonton Lodge of Perfection in 1904 and the Mizpah Chapter of Rose Croix in 1907. He 
was coroneted an Honorary Inspector General in 1911. 


Dr. Braithwaite was Mr. Masonry personified. He was the first TPGM and signed the minutes of the first 
meeting on September 21, 1904 when they received their Dispensation. The Secretary was A. E. Jamieson. 
The population of this new city on the edge of the wilderness was now increasing steadily and had reached 
7000, more than ten times larger than just 15 years earlier. The fact that the Klondike gold rush had occurred 
in 1898 might have had something to do with this fact. The meeting was held in the Masonic Hall on 102 
Street south of Jasper Avenue. This has been reconstructed at Fort Edmonton and is open to the public. 
Lodges continue to hold meetings on special occasions. 

There were 18 charter members at the very first meeting and they chose the first Friday of the month to be the 
meeting date with a starting time of 8:00 P.M. To this day the meetings are still held on the first Friday, but 
now they start at 7:30. In November the financial structure was set. The fee for receiving the Lodge of 
Perfection degrees was set at $50.00. Lodge dues were set at $.50/month. Both of these fees would be 
expensive when compared to the fees charged today. At just 2% compounded annually for 100 years it would 
be $360.00 for initiation and $45.00 for annual dues, or at 2.5% it would be $590.00 for initiation and about 
$70.00 for annual dues. 

Applications were received in December from 4 candidates for the degrees. The 4 th and 5 th degrees were 
conferred in January 1905 on four candidates plus two additional candidates as a courtesy to Winnipeg. In 
December 1905, 18 applications were read out. They were balloted on, in January 5 th and a week later 8 of 
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the candidates received the 4 th and 5 th degrees. Scottish Rite was catching on in Edmonton and growing very 
rapidly. 

Under Dr. Braithwaite’s leadership and driving force the Scottish Rite received their Dispensation in 1904 and 
their charter in 1905. He was also very active in the Royal Arch and other York Rite concordant bodies. He 
served as a special Deputy for Alberta and the Northwest Territories from 1904 to 1918 when he was made an 
Active member and III. Deputy for the Province of Alberta, which position he held until 1945, the longest 
serving Deputy in Scottish Rite in Canada. When he passed away in 1949, he was the oldest member of the 
Supreme Council for the Dominion of Canada. 

One other Edmontonian and Canadian hero, who was an Active Mason including being a SR Mason was 
Wilfrid Reid “Wop” May, who served his country in the Great War as a pilot. On his very first mission he eluded 
Baron von Richthofen, the famous Red Baron of the German Air Force, without any ammunition until Roy 
Brown swooped in and shot down the most feared enemy ace. “Wop” May rose to the rank of Captain and 
shot down a total of 13 enemy aircraft earning the Distinguished Flying Cross along the way. He later received 
the honour of being made a Member of the Order of the British Empire. Upon returning to Edmonton “Wop” 
May started May Aviation Ltd. 

On December 29, 1928, diphtheria broke out near Fort Vermillion in northern Alberta. News of this and a plea 
for help reached Edmonton on January 2. He and Vic Horner flew 1,000 kilometres in an open cockpit wood 
and fabric Avro Avian aircraft with temperatures -33° to -40°F to deliver the desperately needed antitoxin. 
They returned to Edmonton on January 6 safe and sound to be welcomed back to a heroes’ welcome. 

“Wop” May was a member of Unity Lodge No.51 and was often associated with the brethren of Ivanhoe Lodge 
No. 142. He and a group of enthusiastic masons initiated Emil John Wali, manager of Eldorado Gold Mines at 
a point north of the Arctic Circle at Coppermine 67°48' North Latitude and 115°15' West Longitude. The multi- 
Lodge team consisted of W. Bro. Chas. E. Garnett (Ivanhoe No. 142) acting WM; Bro. A. K. Muir (Burford 
Lodge No. 206 GRC) SW; Bro. Squadrin Commander C. R. F. Harrison, DSA, MC, DFC (Tichfield Lodge No. 
,3350 EC) JW; Bro. J. B. Tyrell, MA, LLD (University Lodge No. 496 GRC) Chaplain; Bro. Sgt Henry Larsen 
commanding RCMP supply ship St. Roch (Mount Newton Lodge No. 89 GRBC) Senior Deacon; Bro. Capt. 
Wilfrid Reid “Wop” May (Unity Lodge No. 51 GRA) Junior Deacon; Bro Alfred Copeland (ST. James Lodge No. 
256 SC) Junior Steward; Bro. John John W. Nichols (Avalon Lodge No 776, now No. 2 St. John’s NF) and Bro. 
John D. Nicholson, RCMP. Taken in part from History of the Grand Lodge of Alberta 1905-1980) 

Unfortunately Wilfrid Reid May died a premature death at the age of 56 years on June 21, 1952 after a long 
hike with his son at Timpanogos Cave National Monument near Provo, Utah. He loved his masonry and 
participated at every opportunity. 

Masonry and Scottish Rite have flourished in Edmonton and will continue to do so. 

TASK FORCE COMMITTEES 

At the 129 th Supreme Council Sessions, held in Windsor, 11 Task Force Committees, which had been 
appointed by III.Bro.-.Norman E. Byrne during his term as Sovereign Grand Commander reported. All but one 
of the reports was adopted as submitted. Task Force Committee # 3, which made recommendations for a 
Proposed Structure to Effectively Manage Supreme Council Affairs in Canada, was referred to the Advisory 
Council for review and further action. 

There was considerable discussion at the November Advisory Council meeting regarding the 
recommendations contained in the Report. It was unanimously agreed that the present makeup of the 
Advisory Council sufficiently addresses the makeup of the recommended Management Committee and should 
be considered to be a Management Committee. However, it was also agreed that if it was to act as a 
Management Committee, it should hold at least two more meetings per year. This was accomplished by 
holding two telephone conferences, one in February and one in July. This was in addition to the semi-annual 
meetings held in Hamilton in November and April. 
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Throughout the year there have been frequent telephone conversations between the office staff and the 
Sovereign Grand Commander in addition to the usual emails and copies of correspondence received by both 
parties. 

An Implementation Committee under the chairmanship of III .Bro.-.C. Robert Townshend, 33°, LGC, was 
appointed to ensure that the recommendations contained in the other Task Force Committee Reports will be 
introduced in a timely manner without overwhelming the Deputies with additional duties to perform. Its report is 
contained within the Preliminary Reports. 

SCOTTISH RITE SUPREME COUNCILLOR 

It has been several years since we last had The Supreme Councillor published and we owe our most sincere 
gratitude to III. Bro..Jerry Gunn, 33° of Winnipeg, for volunteering to be the Editor and Publisher. It is most 
gratifying to see this newsletter as a first class publication once again communicating with Scottish Rite 
Masons all across Canada. 

Its ongoing success will depend on the Valleys providing interesting items to him for everyone to share. Thank 
you III. Bro. Gunn for volunteering to spread the news of Scottish Rite in Canada. 

COMMUNIQUES 

lll.-.Bro.-.Ed Drew, 33° has published a monthly communique, which has been emailed to the Active Members. 
The mailing list has been expanding each month and will continue to do so if more brethren are interested in 
being added to the list. By the end of May the Grand Secretaries/Registrars of most Valleys had been added. 
It is hoped that there can be further distribution within the Valleys. III. Bro. Drew is chairman of the Committee 
on Membership Awareness & Community Relations. The communique was a new idea started by 
III..Bro..Drew and he is to be congratulated for his idea in starting to publish this monthly communique, which 
helps to make our membership more aware of what others are doing. 

NECROLOGY 

Time marches on, like an everflowing stream moves inexorably towards the sea and sees many changes as it 
moves steadily onward. In Scottish Rite, like any other organization, each year some of our friends and 
brothers pass on to their eternal destiny. We miss their wise counsel, their friendly smiles, their humour and 
wit, and so often we remember how well they looked the last time we met with them. Again this year there are 
several of our well-known and loved brethren who have passed through the portals of mortal life and have 
proceeded forward into eternity. We celebrate their contributions to life in general and to Scottish Rite in 
particular. We mourn their passing from among us.

VOLUNTARY RETIREMENT TO PAST ACTIVE RANK 

It is also possible for a Member to become a Past Active Member if he should so desire for personal or medical 
reasons. Again, we have been fortunate this year to maintain all of our Active Members. It is good to have 
enthusiastic members who are interested, willing and able to serve on Supreme Council. Their service and 
efforts are greatly appreciated by myself in particular and the membership as a whole, I am sure. 

DISPENSATIONS AND RULINGS 

There was one request for a Dispensation for conferring the 33° on lll.-.Bro.-.John Boyd Bryce, who due to failing 
health was not going to be able to make it to Edmonton to receive the degree with the other members of the 
class of 2004. It is interesting to note that when the brethren convened to confer the degree there were thirty- 
three members in attendance. I thank III. Bro.. Norman E. Byrne, IPSGC, for organizing the degree team and 
conferring the degree of Honorary Inspector-General on III.-.Bro.-. Bryce. 

Permission was granted to Bros.Thomas O. Mickey, Brendan White and Donald Frizzell, members of the 
Grand Lodge of British Columbia and Yukon, residents of the Yukon Territories, to receive the Scottish Rite 
Degrees from the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States in the Valley of Anchorage, Alaska. The distance 
to Anchorage is much shorter than to the closest Valley in BC. There is considerable visitation between the 
brethren of the Yukon and Alaska. 

A request was received from the Deputy for Manitoba and Nunavut to increase the percentage from three to 
three and one half for calculating the number of 33 rd degree masons to be elected to receive their degrees in 
Toronto in 2005. Their reasoning was very sound and a dispensation was granted. 

Permission was granted to the two Brethren of St. John’s Valley to hold an office in each of two bodies within 
the Valley. Declining membership makes it necessary to look beyond the written Statutes and Regulations if 
we want to make it possible for the smaller Valleys to continue to operate. 

AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS OF CONSTITUENT BODIES 

Once again, as our Lodges, Chapters, and Consistories endeavour to keep abreast with changing times, By¬ 
laws of many of our constituent bodies are amended. Each amendment is carefully examined by the 
Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation; under the capable chairmanship of lll.-.Bro. Robert S. Whitmore, 
where financial matters are affected by a By-law change; they are also examined by the Chairman of the Audit 
and Finance Committee, III.-.Bro.-.Brian Gilkinson. I sincerely thank these brethren for their many and continual 
efforts to review By-law changes made. 

Not infrequently the submission for amendments to the By-laws is initially submitted in an incorrect format and 
must be returned to the Valleys for correction and resubmission. I would encourage all Grand 
Secretaries/Registrars to carefully read the requirements of the Article 94 of the Statutes and Regulations 
before sending your proposed change to the Grand Secretary-General for review and approval.

SCOTTISH RITE CHARITABLE FOUNDATION 

My first official duty was to assist in the official opening of the London Learning Centre, which assists children 
to overcome the challenges and problems of dyslexia. The enthusiasm that this new endeavour has created 
has been a real boost for the Charitable Foundation fund raising. The Charitable Foundation operates 
separately from Supreme Council for tax purposes, but the two work hand in hand. We are better known in the 
community because of the Charitable Foundation’s contributions to help make the citizens of our communities 
enjoy life more from the results of knowledge gained through research funded by the Foundation, the 
contributions made by students who have received scholarships and bursaries to further their education in a 
direction which will assist those whose minds play games on them. 

The London Valley is to be congratulated for leading the way in this new community service. We join the 
Southern and Northern Masonic Jurisdictions who have similar programs. Without their assistance, it would 
not have been possible to take this first step; a new, challenging and rewarding direction to help children live 
up to their potential. When visiting Valleys, I find that members are more interested in what is happening with 
the new Learning Centre than in any other topic. Let’s all get behind the Learning Centres and make them 
grow so that the charitable and unselfish deeds of Masons will help dispel the negative ideas that many people 
still have. 

CAPITAL APPRECIATION FUND 

The Capital Appreciation Fund was initially started by III.-.Bro.-.Byrne when he was Sovereign Grand 
Commander. It has been not uncommon for Valleys to give a gift to the SGC when he makes an official visit to 
their Valleys. III .Bro..Byrne felt that in lieu of gifts for the SGC, it would be preferable for donations to be made 
to the Supreme Council. In order to facilitate this, a Capital Appreciation Fund was set up to receive any cash 
donations, which might be made.

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The first Learning Centre has been opened and has inspired our members to support this new endeavour. The 
interest and financial support is amazing. I am sure that before too long there will be Learning Centres in 
several more cities. 

As I am about to enter the second year, I see more cooperation amongst the Masonic bodies and a willingness 
to work together to promote the Masonic family. Success will come quicker if we work together and strive to 
make masonry more open to the public and better known in the community. I look forward to making more 
visits across this vast country of ours and meeting members and making new friends.

The luncheon of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation was held at 12:00 noon in the Shaw Conference 
Centre, Ballroom “C” with President John V. Lawer presiding as Chairman. 

President Lawer asked Reverend Canon Michael D. H. Farr to give the Invocation and then all toasted the 
Queen and Craft. All enjoyed a light lunch. 

Dr. Garth Taylor was the guest Speaker for this years Luncheon: 

lll.-.Bro. John Lawer, Directors and Members of the Foundation, Reverend, Sirs, my Brethren all; I would like to 
thank you for the opportunity of being the guest speaker today. It is a real pleasure. To III..Bro.-.John Lawer, 
thank you for those kind words of introduction, they are greatly appreciated and I am very pleased that you 
only included the good points. I was so very pleased that you extended this invitation to speak about some of 
the exciting research that I have an opportunity to be associated with. 

Brethren, no doubt that you are very familiar of the admonition that we have all received in the 2 nd degree, to 
extend our researches into The Hidden Mysteries of Nature and Science. 

We, as Masons, make a number of references in our degrees to the Hidden Mysteries of Nature and Science 
but allow the individual Mason to contemplate these in a philosophical nature. Today, we as Modern, Free and 
Accepted Masons, come to learn the lessons of Moral Geometry, to explore the hidden mysteries of nature and 
science, and to seek answers to the greatest questions of life. 

To extend your researches into the hidden mysteries of nature and science, to strive for knowledge is an 
essential calling for all Masons. In his book “A Bridge to Light”, III .Bro. Rex Hutchens provides brief overviews 
of all of the Scottish Rite degrees from the 4 th to the 32 nd in which the duties of each degree are listed. I find it 
very interesting that in a number of the degrees the duty of that degree includes seeking or dispensing 
knowledge. In the 32 nd degree, that of Master of the Royal Secret, one of the duties of a Soldier of the Light is 
to seek truth and knowledge. 

As you can tell from the introductory remarks, my career path has taken a more practical approach to studying 
these hidden mysteries and working with people who have devoted their lives to this pursuit. I would like to 
spend a few minutes to emphasize why the pursuit of knowledge through research is important and then spend 
some time describing the research activities of the Scottish Rite Foundation that I have the privilege to serve. 

Dr. Gerhard Herzberg, a Canadian researcher who won the Nobel Prize for Chemistry in 1971 is quoted as 
saying “Scientific Research is a creative endeavour like art, which underscores man’s basic need for 
understanding the truth”. Research is like art - underscoring man’s need for understanding the truth. This is 
truly a thought that Masons should be well able to appreciate. 

There are many examples of both basic research and applied research that I have no doubt that you are aware 
of, but I would like to take a few minutes to highlight a few of these and to briefly mention some famous names 
that you might just recognize. 

Sir Alexander Fleming (1881-1955), discoverer of penicillin. 

Sir Sanford Fleming (1827-1915), creator of first Canadian stamp and standard time. 

Edward Jenner (1749-1823), physician, discoverer of smallpox vaccine. 

C.W. Mayo, founder of Mayo Clinic. 

James Watt (1736-1819) inventor of the steam engine. 

All Masons. 
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But why is research important? At a very basic level, research leads to an understanding about seeking 
answers to the greatest questions of life. Research whether in the area of biology, physics, chemistry, 
mathematics etc. seeks to gain a more comprehensive knowledge or understanding of the subject understudy, 
without specific applications in mind. We often speak of applied research. However, the distinctions between 
basic and applied research has become quite blurred. What is far more important is that good research is 
being conducted that will lead to positive outcomes. 

But why is research important to our everyday life? 

During the last couple of years Canadians have been become more aware of the central place that science 
and technology take in our daily lives. The solitary but costly case of “Mad Cow” disease, the SARS epidemic, 
the return of West Nile virus, the black-out of last summer in the North Eastern States and Ontario. With events 
such as these, it is impossible not to see the involvement of science and technology in our everyday lives. 

Research has provided us with longer lives, better health, and lowered cost of illness. The technological 
advances from research have had phenomenal applications in many different aspects of the world economy. I 
heard Dr. David Strangway, a noted Canadian scientist, speak at a conference last spring and he mentioned a 
staggering figure that the 50% Gross Domestic Product of the US can be directly attributed to the 
breakthroughs in the area of physics during the 1920s. Amazing!! 

Progress in medical-related research has been outstanding over the last number of years. However, there are 
millions of Canadians still suffering from Alzheimer’s disease, arthritis, cancer, stroke, diabetes, heart disease, 
and other mental disorders. 

Still, I believe that if our commitment to research is maintained, we can expect significant progress in the future 
toward the advancement of health and quality of life. In the last ten years alone, research has propelled a 
remarkable transformation in our understanding of the life sciences and has exposed a bounty of new ways to 
prevent, treat, and cure disease. Major threats to public health have been reduced and life expectancy 
continues to rise. 

Within our colleges and universities, it is vitally important, from the student perspective, that you are learning 
from people carrying out research at the cutting edge as this enhances your learning experience while also 
giving your degree additional status and improving your employability. 

In short, maintaining world leadership in research is vital for the prosperity, prestige, and security of the nation. 
We need a new generation of research scientists with an interest and commitment to research in order to 
realize continued benefits. We cannot afford to miss the opportunity to prepare for these new and emerging 
careers! 

So why is it necessary for us as a country and even as individuals continue to support the funding of research? 

An interesting study in which Cardiovascular researchers traced the roots of the top ten medical breakthroughs 
and found that 42% of the concepts stemmed from someone who simply wanted to understand how something 
worked - something of personal interest. The breakthroughs were simply creative offshoots of their simple 
investigations of a topic of interest. 

As Dr. Pam Goodwin, a clinician scientist at Mount Sinai Hospital in Toronto, who works in the area of breast 
cancer, answering a question about her research studies admitted - “No one knows at this stage where these 
discoveries are going to lead, but over the long term, the research that we have done and the research that is 
going to arise from our observations will fill in more pieces to the jigsaw puzzle that is breast cancer and will 
ultimately help us overcome this disease." This statement is true for whatever disease you wish to substitute. 

These types of statements indicate the vital importance of funding for research. Yet where does this funding 
come from and are there success stories? In general, funding for basic research comes in large part from the 
Federal Government in the form of the Canadian Institutes for Health Research and other programs such as 
the Canada Foundation for Innovation and Genome Canada. The provincial governments have also become a 
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valuable source of research funding for scientists In Alberta, the Alberta Heritage Fund, in Quebec the Fonds 
de recherche en Sante de Quebec and in Ontario the Ontario Innovation Trust as well as similar mechanisms 
in other provinces have provided the much needed funding for research. 

However, there is still a vital need for funding of Canadian Research that is supported by the Charitable 
Sector. In Canada, funding by Federal and Provincial governments lags well behind the funding of the National 
Institutes of Health Research in the US where funding of research from this one source alone is in the range of 
$8 billion per annum. Donations to Charitable organizations such as the Canadian Cancer Society, The 
Arthritis Society, The Alzheimer’s Society, The Leukemia Society, to Hospital Foundations and the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation fund in part the research endeavours of these agencies. 

These specific charities and others like them do in fact serve an important role and niche in the world of 
funding research. They can, in fact, be very specific in what type and kind of research that they wish to fund 
whereas the Federal and Provincial agencies often have much broader mandates to fulfill and national 
mandates to meet. 

I thought that it would be very appropriate this afternoon to emphasize the work that is supported by the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 

As Scottish Rite Masons we should be proud of The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation which was founded in 
1964 and is currently funded by donations and bequests from thousands of members across the country. From 
the inception, the Foundation has concentrated its efforts in the support of research into the causes of, and 
hopefully the eventual cure of, intellectual impairment, especially as it afflicts children and persons of advanced 
years. The Foundation concentrates its assistance in research into the causes of intellectual impairment as 
opposed to active treatment. I believe that the goal of your Foundation is truly in “Solving the puzzles of the 
mind”. 

I think that this is particularly important as I heard Dr. Alan Bernstein who is the head of the Canadian Institutes 
of Health Research speak on the future directions of medical research and his bold statement and prediction 
was that mental illness will be the area of intensive study over the next 20 years. Your Foundation has been 
and continues to work in this area. 

How does your Foundation participate in this goal? What does it do? Well, the Foundation’s main activity has 
been through Grants and Awards program, which over the last few years has been distributing an average of 
$525,000 per year through research grants and graduate student awards. 

The Research Grant Program is currently supporting 12 Researchers from across Canada studying various 
aspects of Alzheimer’s Disease, Epilepsy and Autism using state of the art technologies such as PET imaging 
technologies to the most recent advances in genetic manipulation of mice to produce mouse models of some 
of these diseases. 

The 16 Graduate Students who receive awards from the Foundation Graduate Student Awards are studying in 
a variety of fields. 

Both of these programs fund research at Universities across the country. 

Is there a demand for our programs? In April of this year we received ,33 new applications for Major Grants 
and 16 applications for Studentships. An expert panel has reviewed and ranked these applications for the 
Foundation and 5 have been approved for funding by the Directors at their meeting on Wednesday. Of the 
other applications reviewed, many are worthy of funding but we have developed a sustainable program that 
will continue to support on average 4 new grants each year. I believe that this is a significant contribution to the 
research community. Those who have the opportunity to present cheques to the researchers or speak with 
them about the funds that we provide will no doubt bring testimonials of how valued our contribution is. 

I would like to mention the most recent endeavour that the Foundation has embarked upon, lead by the 
Brethren from the London Valley, the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Learning Centres for Children 
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Program and how this ties into the support of research. The Foundation has decided to develop its Learning 
Centres program based on the long and successful experience of the US Scottish Rite jurisdictions, where 
over 200 Centres are now in operation. The Canadian program is based on the one in the Rite’s Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction, which addresses only the remedial tutoring of children with dyslexia. The impetus for the 
program came from a group of Riters in London, Ontario, whose proposals for a series of Centres across 
Canada led to the Foundation authorizing a three-year Pilot Project in London to assess the financial and 
educational feasibility of the program before the possible expansion it to other Centres. 

The Centre opened on September 15, 2003 in the London Masonic Temple and is already helping dyslexic 
children overcome their difficulties with reading, writing and associated behavioural problems through the use 
of the Orton-Gillingham approach . Tutoring has begun and the Centre already has full enrolment. 

The Orton-Gillingham approach is a structured, multi-sensory, phonetic, sequential one-on-one tutoring 
approach, which is individualized and paced for each child. It is used to teach reading, spelling and 
handwriting. 

The foundation of this approach has its basis in a research study conducted by Dr. Samuel Orton, a 
neurologist, who was investigating reading failure in Iowa in the 1920s. These seminal studies lead to the 
process which is now being employed in the Learning Centres and meeting with considerable success. 
Another very tangible example of a research study providing an applied outcome many years following the 
initial studies. 

Perhaps one of the projects we are funding will ultimately lead to another major step in “Solving the puzzles of 
the mind”. 

In conclusion, Research is important as it enables us to unlock and explore those hidden mysteries of nature 
and science and perhaps one day will provide much better answers to some of the devastating diseases and 
conditions, which we now encounter. 

Brethren, your Foundation, the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, through its grants and awards programs 
as well as the Learning Centre Program, offers a great opportunity for us in extending our help and support to 
the communities in which we live.

THE SCOTTISH RITE CHARITABLE FOUNDATION’S 
ANNUAL PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

In this, the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, I have the opportunity to look back at the success of the past 
and an exciting, but demanding, future. Thanks to our donors, the Foundation has been able to grant millions 
of dollars to researchers and students who are looking for solutions to mental impairment in children and the 
elderly. As with all basic research, progress on diseases such as Alzheimer's, is slow and methodical. But the 
research we support is making headway and we are proud to be part of the relentless march toward effective 
treatments. 

2003-04 was a promising year in several ways. First, the London Centre for Children took in its first group of 
students and from all accounts, it was a terrific success. Second, the participation rate for donations to the 
Foundation increased to 6.6% from 6.2% last year. Third, over $500,000 was distributed through the tireless 
work of the Grants and Awards Committee to persons throughout Canada searching for causes and seeking 
solutions to the puzzles of the mind in the young and the elderly. However, challenges remain, as you can read 
in the Treasurer's statement in this Annual Report. Quite simply, if we are going to do more we will need to 
raise more money. 

It's human nature to be attracted to the new, and certainly the London Learning Centre, as our newest venture 
attracted its share of attention. Already there is an informal waiting list of parents who want to enroll their child 
and there are more volunteers coming forward to be tutors. 

My favourite story concerning the Centre focuses on one young girl, who, after just six months of tutoring, 
increased her reading skill by three years. It's a story like this that makes our work, and our donations, so 
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satisfying. I can imagine the smile that must have spread across her face, and across the faces of her parents, 
as prospects brightened in her family. But, remember, that while a smile goes a long way it has to start 
somewhere. 

I thank London Valley for their initiative and their exceptional work culminating in the dedication of the Learning 
Centre in the Masonic Temple on May 16, 2004. 

The success of the London Centre is so dramatic, and the need to help dyslexic children so great, that two 
Valleys, Windsor and Halifax, are preparing their own proposals for Centres. We'll have to wait and see how 
the funding goes, but we're obviously off to a great start in London. 

I especially want to thank Andy Anderson in London who organized the first Polar Bear Classic Walkathon to 
raise money for the Learning Centres program. It was the first of a planned annual series of walkathons to 
raise capital for the Foundation's Learning Centres program to be held on the last Saturday of May. 

Organizing these events is a huge amount of work so Andy and his committee deserve a lot of credit. I wish 
them all the luck in the world. 

In previous years I, and others, have spoken about the need to increase the percentage of our members who 
donate to the Foundation. It was two years ago that Vice-President Harold Crosby told us that the national 
participation rate was just 3.2%. Now, as I mentioned at the beginning, the rate has climbed to 6.6%. We are 
still shy of our minimum goal of a national rate of 10%, but we are trending in the right direction. 

A trend that worries me, however, is the declining number of individual donors. 

In 2003 we had 1,215 individual donors. In 2004, we had 1,125. That's a drop of 90 donors... about 7.5 per 
cent. I know that our total membership has dropped, and that may explain some of the decline, but this drop in 
the number of individual donors, if it is a trend, is worrisome. 

I realize that some Valleys raise a great deal of money through events, and believe me, we're grateful for their 
effort and contribution. I certainly understand the concept of value-for-money. I think it's easier to buy a ticket 
to a golf tournament, and get some tangible benefit for your money, than to make a donation in the Blue 
Envelope, that doesn't have a tangible benefit. 

The simple fact is, we need both. We need individual donations and we need fund raising events. My only 
concern, as I said earlier, is that the number of individual donors has dropped by 7.5% per cent in the past 
year. So I hope, when you go back to your Lodges and Valleys that you'll encourage people to write a cheque 
for the Blue Envelope just as much as you ask them to buy a ticket to a golf tournament. 


While we tend to focus on increasing the national participation rate it’s important to remember that some 
Valleys have already exceeded the minimum 10% target. 

I’d like to acknowledge the top five Valleys and offer my congratulations on a superb performance. You are an 
inspiration to everyone. 


• Medicine Hat, 20% 

• Central Alberta, 19% 

• Sydney, 17% 

• Kamloops, 15% 

• Victoria, 12% 


Another way of looking at participation rates is how mush the rate has increased over the year. To me, this 
measurement acknowledges effort. In some cases, the participation rate may still be low, but, clearly, an effort 
is being made to increase the number of donors. 

The top five Valleys showing the greatest increase in the participation rate are: 
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• St. John’s, with an increase of 326%. 

Their participation rate increased from 0.69% to just under 3 per cent. I imagine thay’d said it’s still low, 
and it is. But they’re trying. You can’t get to 10% if you don’t first get to 3 and 5 and 7 per cent. 

• Calgary, 209% 

• Moncton, 181% 

• Campbell River, 180% 

• Colville, 117% 

I and my fellow Board members believe this issue of participation rate is so vital to our financial health that we 
will be introducing, for next year’s annual meeting, awards that acknowledge the top performers in the two 
categories I just reviewed: top participation rate and the greatest increase in the participation rate. I hope that 
the introduction of an awards program will encourage some friendly competition among our Valleys and Valley 
Reps. 

I certainly want to thank Don Thornton, Dr. Gareth Taylor, Dr. Paul Fraser and their many collegues in Canada 
who adjudicate the applications for grants, awards and Bursaries. This is, by no means, an easy task because 
all the applications have merit. This year, the committee reviewed 78 applications, 33 of which were new 
applications for major research grants. In all, the committee approved new and renewed major grants, awards 
to graduate students and bursaries to college students and approved requests worth $490,000. 

An initiative of the Foundation on the practical side of recognizing the effect Alzheimer’s can have on family 
members who must care for loved ones afflicted with the disease was the support given at the suggestion of 
Director Philippe Decelles to “Baluchon (travel bag) Alzheimer” in Montreal, an organization devoted to giving 
respite to these care givers. A bonus for the Foundation was the excellent photographic coverage given to the 
presentation of the Foundation’s donation in the society’s bulletin L’entr aide-memoire. 

As always, appreciation is extended to the Foundation’s representatives in each Valley, the Grand Secretaries 
and Registrars and the Hamilton office personnel for their commitment to the charity of the Scottish Rite 
Freemasons of Canada.

SATURDAY MORNING, SEPTEMBER 18 th , 2004 


Executive Session: 

SGC declared the labours of the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada resumed at 8:30 p.m. 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III.-.Bros..FI Edward Standish and Brian W; Gilkinson, that the 
budget as submitted and presented earlier in these Sessions be approved. CARRIED. 

SGC announced the Supreme Councils of the World Conference is scheduled for May 2005 in Australia. Fie 
has a copy of the agenda plus the pre and post session tours planned if anyone would like the information and 
would like to attend the conference as an observer. 

III..Bro..Richard Brown inquired about ties and other items that could be available to our Sessions. 

SGC recommended that this idea be pursued and have items available at future Sessions. The silent auction 
was successful, neither the final result nor the allocation of the proceeds not yet confirmed or the decision to 
their application, towards the costs of the Session costs or in some other direction. Future Sessions where 
asked to consider these types of fund-raisers as a method of covering the costs of future Sessions. 

III. .Bro. .Robert A. Barnett reported on the Polar Bear pin available as a fund-raiser, the profits to be used for 
the Learning Centre. Further discussion regarding the ties used in the USA; difference colours designating 
different levels of contributions being made to the green tie designating a $10,000 donation. Fie also expressed 
concern that these distinctions could result in creating an elitist element among our members. 

The SGC conducted a pole among those present and determined that there are more who agree with the 
levels of distinction than those opposed. 

SGC Flow may people access our library? 

GSG: No specific data on access is being collected. The library is located in the same area as the Grand 
Lodge of Ontario Library in the Grand Lodge building next door to the Scottish Rite building in Flamilton and is 
administered by the same staff of volunteers for both library’s books and other materials. 

SGC: Do we belong to the Scottish Rite Research Society? Recommend that we consider joining them to 
benefit from the material they have available with an appropriate plan to our members aware of the material 
available and to arrange to have a selection added to our Library. 
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IllBroDonald Lambie: Asks that we refer to the report from the Library Committee presented earlier at 
these Sessions. We do not have the space to properly place all our material in the present library. We are also 
having difficulty in arranging for the adequate space needed. We are not taking an active roll in finding or 
purchasing new books to be added although we do have a number of books and other material donated 
through the year adding to our difficulty to provide space to house them in an accessible manner. 

The space is the key issue at the moment. The Library Committee contacted the Valleys a few years ago 
inquiring if they had a Library and/or did they want a library? They also provided a list of surplus books in 
Hamilton that could be provided to the Valley Libraries if they desired them. The replies are on file with the 
Library Committee. Space is the key issue before any further progress can be made. 

111.. Bro..Donald N. Campbell recommends that space for a Library at ten Scottish Rite buildings be 
investigated. 

III.-.Bro. .Pierre Phaneuf endorsed the suggestion that the Executive Committee review the suggestion that we 
join some of these others societies and make a recommendation to this Session for approval. The twelve 
Volumes of Harodim are readily available and should be purchased for the Library. 

III.-.Bro..Donald Lambie advised that there is an agreement between Supreme Council and Grand Lodge 
regarding the Library and recommends that this agreement be reviewed and discussed with the two parties 
concerned before proceeding with any action regarding a move to the Towers building. 

III. .Bro..Brian Gilkinson informed the SGC and the Brethren that Bro. Christopher Thomas, a young man 
behind the reception counter today, has been there throughout our Annual Session is the son of

Bro ..Stanley Clayton Chairman of the Special Committee on Valley Publications presented the plaques to 
be awarded as outlined in the Committee’s report on page 57 of the Preliminary Reports and as seen below.. 
There are three judges and they each make their own review and assessment. There are not more than about 
8 or 10 point spread in the ratings form the three judges, which are then totaled and divided by three to 
establish the winner. Notices from the Valleys are spread out in the table if you wish to view them. 
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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON VALLEY PUBLICATIONS 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This competition is to encourage all Valleys to use their notice to provide news and information to their 
members, particularly to those unable to attend all meetings. The quality of notices for the past years has 
radically improved. Notices have expanded their content and presented it well. However: many notices have 
spelled the name of Townshend and Weber improperly. The words ‘In Memoriam’ is the proper term. Two 
items that should be included in each notice are; the Allegiance to Supreme Council, and the name of the 
Valley on the front page of the notice. A reminder to the brethren that donation can be made to the Charitable 
Foundation at any time throughout the year. This would keep the foundation in the forefront of each members 
mind. A Notice Committee could assist the secretary in providing information to be added in the bulletin. The 
notices are the primary means of communicating with all the brethren. 

The Committee evaluated notices from 46 Valleys. Only those Valleys that sent notices to two or more of the 
members of the committee were included in the judging. The judges considered the appearance, layout, and 
information included in each notice. Valleys included information on; Executives, Dates of Meetings, Sick and 
Visiting, New Members, Degree Participants, News from - the Valley, The Supreme Council, The Charitable 
Foundation, Other Valleys, Special Events, and several mentioned International Events. 

Many of the notices now include a list of the members who are in ill health. These brethren need the support 
of the members of their Valley during their recovery. If members are not aware of their situation they cannot 
respond to their needs. 

The Valley Notices were evaluated in four categories according to the number of members in the Valley. Due 
to the change in membership numbers we have adjusted the categories to maintain approximately 12 Valleys 
in each. A. (1 - 125), B. (126 - 300), C. (301 - 600), D. (over 601). The Winners in each category will be 
announced at the Supreme Council Session. 

The following are the three top newsletters in each division in alphabetical order; 

A. Kamloops, Lethbridge, P.E.I. 

B. Saint John, NB, Sarnia, Saskatoon, St John’s NF, Thunder Bay, (Three were tied for third) 

C. Calgary, Moncton, Windsor. 

Edmonton, Halifax, London. 

Most Improved Notice: Ottawa, Quebec, Vancouver. 

A Plaque will be presented to each of these Valleys at Supreme Council in Edmonton, Alberta to honour their 
achievement. If a Valley Representative is not in attendance at Supreme Council to receive the presentation, 
the Deputy for that Province will be asked to present the Plaque at a Valley meeting.

I thank all of you for your generosity and 
participation. The money is thankfully received and will be faithfully applied where the committee deems it is 
needed most; to offset the cost of the Session or to the Foundation. 
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GSG: III.-. Bro .-.Robert Young, the Potentate of the Rameses Shrine in Toronto is among us this morning. I ask 
that he stand and be recognized. Thank you Bob, we appreciate the work that you and the Shrine does for all 
of us, particularly the Brethren in Toronto, (applause) 

SGC: Now proceed with the Ceremony for the Investiture of the new Deputy for the Province of Quebec. 

Deputy for Quebec, III .-.Bro. . Pierre Phaneuf: In appreciation, I thank you very much for the trust and we will 
do our best to carry on the duties like my predecessors have done. Let me ask a question at large and in aid to 
the Chairman on the newly titled Ritual Committee: “ You will see that some of the Brothers wear the jewel of a 
Past Most Wise Sovereign. On the jewel there are four letters, one being there twice”. If anyone knows their 
significance which appears to be an anagram or perhaps a reference to a sacred word, or perhaps if someone 
knows Hebrew, it is a Hebrew word needing translation, I would appreciate hearing from you. I could not find 
an explanation. I think it is my duty to know the significance of what we wear and appreciate your help. Thank 
you. 

SGC: The ceremonies of the Session of Supreme Council are about to be concluded: 

The General Chairman of the Edmonton Committee and the General Chairman of the Toronto a Committee will 
approach the East. 

III.-. Bro ..Gary Bennett: I now present to you the traveling gavel and charge you to present it to the SGC at the 
Toronto Session that he may use it to conduct the affairs of the Annual Session of Supreme Council in 
September 2005. 

III.-. Bro ..Gareth Taylor: It shall be done Thank you! (applause) 

LGC: It is my delight to express on all our behalf of the people who have made this Annual Session of the 130 th 
of the Supreme Council, which has been good and enriching for our lives, as we go out to the various Valleys 
may we continue to hold the various precepts and principles of Scottish Rite Masonry. I wish to reiterate what 
III.-.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council is a not for profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks. 

Investments 

Investments in bonds are recorded at cost and generally are held to maturity. Discounts and premiums on 
acquisition are not amortized, but are maintained at cost with final gain or loss recorded on disposition. The 
investments are written down to market value when any decline in value is considered to be other than 
temporary. 

Fixed assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a straight-line 
basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. Fundraising revenue from events is 
recognized in the year of the event. 

Financial instruments 

For cash and cash equivalents, receivables, and payables and accruals, the carrying amounts of these financial 
instruments approximates their fair value due to their short term maturity or capacity of prompt liquidation. For 
the investments in bonds and equities, fair values are disclosed in page 7. 

The financial risk is the risk to the organization’s earnings that arises from fluctuations in interest rates and the 
degree of volatility of these rates. The organization does not use derivative instruments to reduce its exposure to 
interest risk.

I am pleased to submit my report as Deputy, on the condition and activities of the five Scottish Rite Valleys in 
Alberta in accordance with Article 26 (d) of the Statutes. 

Names of Brethren, who passed away during the last year, are inscribed in the obituary records of these 
Annual Proceedings. To their families we extend our deepest sympathies. 

CALGARY 

The Calgary Lodge of Perfection held their 83rd Annual Reunion in October conferring the 13 th and 14 th 
degrees on eight candidates, in a most satisfactory manner. The ladies enjoyed a Tea in the afternoon; they 
then joined the members at a Banquet and entertainment in the evening.

I presented a brief outline of some of the decisions made at the last Session of Supreme Council in Windsor, 
Ontario. I urged the Valleys to review their dues structure to reflect on the possible Supreme Council per capita 
increases from $3.25 to $4. I also asked that as Valleys may now, with dispensation, confer in extenso fewer 
degrees - that each Valley declare to me which degrees they plan to confer for the next Scottish Rite year. 
This was done to eliminate any confusion as to the intent of this option; which may occur throughout the year. 
We also discussed a method of getting a summary of the motions passed at the Supreme Council Sessions to 
the Valleys as soon as possible. Active member Ray Bryant, 33° will be gathering this information for us at the 
2004 Sessions in Edmonton.

The brethren discussed how copies of the rituals could be more conveniently obtained to respond to the needs 
of the degree teams. A recommendation was put forward that a request be made to Supreme Council to scan 
and copy all degrees onto CDs and send them to all Secretaries for distribution as required. 

Valleys were also encouraged to participate in the Officer training program that is available.

III . . Bro.-. Don Campbell, 33° reviewed submissions from Valleys responding to a question posed earlier by the 
BC Membership Task Force. - “If a Scottish Rite Valley was just starting up and wanted to be successful - 
What practices would you recommend that should or should not be adopted to be successful in the 21st 
Century? What would the structure look like?” The goal is to increase Scottish Rite membership in BC. 

Ideas included better targeting of “invitations” to prospective new members. Interview prospective candidates 
and let them know what Scottish Rite is all about. We want to make sure that we want them and that they 
would really enjoy Scottish Rite. Provide easier accessibility and earlier inclusion for new members by having 
more than one entry point a year. A suggestion was made to confer the 4th and 14th degrees and then 
allowing members to participate earlier. Allow more time for other events other than degree work such as 
education and enlightening events to generate more interest and mental stimulation. 

A recommendation endorsed by the group was to request Supreme Council to create a standard professional 
“promotion package” about Scottish Rite to be used by all Valleys. 

One point that was presented by a devoted and concerned Brother and endorsed by all was that we need to 
get back to basics. In doing so, it would mean that all floor work is delivered by memory. That all degree teams 
are well schooled and know their degree work. That all Officers would know their respective duties. Commit 
the ritual required of them to memory before taking Office. They should also have a general concern and pride 
in being a Scottish Rite Officer. Then this attitude would be infectious and create a positive feeling amongst all 
members and candidates that they are involved in something worthwhile. Thus creating for new and busy 
young members, and all members, a feeling of pride in membership and that their time is well spent by their 
participation. 

#4 

Create a BC and Yukon Scottish Rite web-site and receive permission to link this site with the Supreme 
Council web site. The BC and Yukon Newsletter was to be continued and one produced prior to BC Grand 
Lodge. 

Our year was highlighted by a visit from the Sovereign Grand Commander and his wife Janet. The Sovereign 
Grand Commander came to BC initially to institute a new Consistory in Vernon, “Morning Star Consistory”. 

The evening started at the local golf club where the Brethren and their ladies enjoyed a Banquet and social 
time. The Brethren then proceeded on to the Lodge Hall for the Institution. Our Sovereign Grand Commander 
carried out the ceremony of installing the Officers into their respective stations in a distinguished and

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR 

NOVA SCOTIA, PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is a pleasure to submit this report on the condition and activities of the four Scottish Rite Valleys in my 
jurisdiction. 
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This was my fourth year as Deputy and was more familiar with the work of the four Valley’s. It was a joy to be 
able to observe the work and instruction being carried out by the Valley Officers and members. 

Each of the Valley’s in my jurisdiction offer a slightly different perspective on how they conduct meetings, 
present degrees, do charitable work and it offers me a great opportunity to exchange these ideas with others 
as I travel. I know others are appreciative of anything new or challenging, especially during a period when 
there are great pressures on membership and attendance. 

I attended the 129 th Annual Supreme Council Sessions in Windsor, Ontario, September 16 th to 20 th , 2003 and 
took an active part in the degree portrayal and attended all the meetings and functions during the sessions. It is 
a great opportunity to meet the other Deputies and discuss common problems and concerns.

Halifax, being my home Valley, I was able to attend most meetings of the three bodies here. I also attended the 
quarterly meetings of the Valley Executive.

VALLEY OF BARRIE

I attended the Barrie Lodge of Perfection on Sept. 28th & 29th, replied to the toast to Supreme Council and 
spoke to the Brethren present regarding action taken and approved at Supreme Council in Windsor, Ont. this 
year. Being my home Valley I was able to attend their reunions. I also attended and spoke to the Barrie Valley 
Consistory at their fall reunion on Nov. 21 & 22.

On your behalf I say thank you to all the officers in the 
Scottish Rite Valleys. The work you do for your Valley is greatly appreciated. To all the hard working 
Secretary/Registrars, we could not operate without your dedication to the Rite. As Deputy, I can certainly 
appreciate your work. It makes my duties so much easier. 

A number of Valleys in Ontario have Scottish Rite clubs. These clubs meet on a regular basis, have speakers, 
enjoy fellowship among their members and have social events with their ladies. It gives the members an 
opportunity to maintain their fellowship and interest in Scottish Rite.

The Valleys in the areas of which I visit are taking the approach of making themselves more 
visible in their respective areas, which is beneficial for Scottish Rite in general and the 
Valleys in particular. 

A number of the Valleys hold open houses, open installations and have degree teams visit 
craft lodges to tell the Scottish Rite story stressing the great pleasure of becoming a 
member. These have proven to be an excellent way of promoting Scottish Rite to those who 
attend. I congratulate these Valleys for their courage and foresight in seeking approval for 
these open houses and for the planning of these events. The Valley of Toronto has been 
especially successful in having an open house and explaining Scottish Rite to those 
attending. They apply to Supreme Council to portray a portion of a degree. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Grand Secretary-General and the members of the 
office staff in Hamilton who so willingly provided assistance to me when requested during 
the year.

Guelph Valley (Established 1900) 

Royal City Lodge of Perfection (743) 

Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix (699) 

The Royal City Lodge of Perfection held two reunions during the year on October 27, 28 and 
29th, 2003 and April 26, 27 and 28th, 2004 when they portrayed the 4°, 5°, 7°, 13° and 14° 
and communicated the remaining degrees. They were pleased to receive the Valley of 
Woodstock 13° Team to confer that degree at their April Reunion. Guelph Chapter Rose 
Croix held two reunions during the year on November 25 and 26, 2003 and May 25 and 26, 
2004 when they portrayed the 15° and 18° and communicated the remaining degrees. The

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REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR QUEBEC 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I submit herewith the Annual Report on the activities and condition of the Scottish Rite 
valleys in the Province of Quebec for the year ended May 31, 2004, in accordance with 
Article 26 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations. 

Several events are worthy as being categorized as highlights of the year in the Province of 
Quebec during the previous twelve months: 

During the autumn all recipients of Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation grants who reside in 
Montreal were invited to attend meetings in either English or French to receive their cheques 
and give an update of their research work to the brethren. These presentations and 
personal contact were very much appreciated by the brethren, and contact with society 
around us was very much enhanced as a result of these meetings. 

Mile. Jeanne Neveu-Delage, a student at the Cegep de I’Abitibi-Temiscamingue in Rouyn- 
Noranda, was a recipient of a $2,000 bursary and was honoured by her Cegep by being 
mentioned in the school newspaper as having been chosen by the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation as being an exceptional student and the first student ever chosen by the 
Foundation from that educational institution. In addition, an article concerning Mile Jeanne 
Neveu-Delage as a recipient also appeared in the local newspaper called Echo en Abitibi- 
Ouest in which the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation was prominently mentioned. I 
received a touching personal thank you note from Mile. Neveu-Delage leading me to believe 
that this young woman will one day be a leader in whatever field of endeavour she might set 
for herself. 

During the year intervalley visits between the Valley of Montreal and the Valley of 
Burlington, Vermont continued with great success. On Saturday February 21, 2004 a 
delegation from the Valley of Burlington, Vermont travelled to Montreal to portray the 16th 
degree; and after lunch the Valley of Montreal performed the 17th degree for the benefit of 
the brethren. These intervalley visits are a wonderful opportunity for both Valleys to view 
degrees that some brethern, including myself, have never seen and I am happy to report 
that this interchange will be continuing in the future. 

On March 3, 2004 under dispensation from the previous Sovereign Grand Commander 
Norman E. Byrne, 33°, La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys hosted the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master of Quebec, John E. Leide for the purpose of observing an exemplification of 
Scottish Rite ritual in the first degree as portrayed by L’Atelier Condorcet, a theoretical 
French language lodge of instruction formed under the auspices of La Loge Jean T. 
Desaguliers No.138 of the Grand Lodge of Quebec. This Scottish Rite ritual in the French 
language had been previously obtained from Hamilton. The Most Worshipful Grand Master 
of Quebec made mention of this event in his address at the annual Grand Lodge of Quebec 
communication which took place on May 29, 2004. 

On April 22, 2004 Le Chapitre de Rose-Croix de Mont Real received a charming elderly lady 
Madame Hakhla and her family as their guests to receive from her as a donation the Rose- 
Croix regalia of her father, the former Shah Gadjar, the Shah of Iran until 1925. Included 
amongst his collection of regalia and artifacts was his beautiful silk Rose-Croix collar made 
in Paris in 1920, and the patent or warrant of a Chapter of Rose-Croix that was located in 
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Haifa, Palestine at that time. At the same meeting III.-.Bro.\Philippe Decelles, 33° made a 
presentation on behalf of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation to Madame Gendron of Le 
Baluchon Alzheimer, transmitting to her a cheque in the amount of $5,000 in support of her 
efforts to assist and provide caregivers to families having members stricken with the 
debilitating Alzheimer disease. I felt a sense of personal pride and self-satisfaction that 
evening as I reflected that our institution had travelled across the boundaries of time and 
language to communicate with the various communities that surround us. 

On May 31, 2004 the Valley of Montreal hosted a Master Masons night in the English 
language and portrayed several snippets of ritual in a dramatic and effective manner to 
several dozen interested candidates, many of who immediately thereafter made application 
for membership. This was the first time the Valley of Montreal had ever tried this, and I must 
thank our colleagues in Alberta for providing us with the ritual. I can report that we used our 
best people and the presentation was magnificent. For those not used to seeing the 
expertise of Scottish Rite ritualists, it was an overwhelmingly powerful incentive to join our 
institution. I suspect that in the future the Valley of Montreal will be continuing to make use 
of this type of meeting to encourage membership. 

The trend with respect to the aggregate membership in the Province of Quebec during the 
past year can be characterized by the following data: admissions, affiliations and 
restorations were twenty-eight (28), while deaths, withdrawals and suspensions were sixty- 
four (64). There was one death and one suspension in La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys 
during the year; however their membership still increased in number by two (2). There were 
three (3) new admissions in the Valley of Quebec and their number increased by two (2). 

Valley of Montreal 

During the year the Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection portrayed the 4, 5, 6, 7, 13, and 
14th degrees for the benefit of the incoming class of nineteen (19) new members. I made 
my official visit to the Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection on December 8, 2003 on the 
evening of the 14th degree and was warmly received with appropriate honours. 

During the year the Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose-Croix portrayed the 15, 16, 17 
and 18th degrees for the benefit of nineteen (19) new members. The officers of the 
Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose-Croix opted to hold the Easter ceremony of relighting 
the lights on Easter Monday this year and I gave them a dispensation to do so pursuant to 
Article 26 iv (9) of the Statues and Regulations. I made my official visit to the Hochelaga 
Sovereign Chapter of Rose-Croix on March 1, 2004 on the evening of the 18th degree and 
was warmly received with appropriate honours. 

During the year the Montreal Sovereign Consistory portrayed the 22, 30, 31 and 32nd 
degrees for the benefit of twenty-five (25) new members. I made my official visit to the 
Montreal Sovereign Consistory on April 26, 2004 on the evening of the 31st degree and was 
warmly received with appropriate honours. A special note of congratulations is in order for 
the young brethren who undertook to portray the 22nd degree, Prince of Libanus, for the first 
time in the Valley of Montreal. While I was not able to attend that evening for personal 
reasons, it was reported to me that the portrayal by these young brethren of the 22nd 
degree was as good as that of our most experienced Scottish Rite ritualists. Bravo to these 
young brethren! 

During the year La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys portrayed the 4th degree for a class of 
three (3) new members and thereafter the 13th and 14th degrees for the benefit of the 
previous years class. I made my official to La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys on April 22, 
2004 on the evening of the 14th degree and was warmly received with appropriate honours. 
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This year Le Chapitre du Rose-Croix de Mont Real portrayed the 15th degree for the benefit 
of its members. A special mention of congratulations is in order to those who participated in 
the portrayal of the 15th degree in the French language. I must tell you that 
IIIBroPhilippe Decelles, 33° as Zerubbabel and III.-.Bro.\Pierre Phaneuf, 33° as Master 
of Chancery in the Treasury Apartment were spell binding in their portrayal of the 15th 
degree. It does not get any better than these two brethren when at labour. 

I am pleased to report that La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys and Le Chapitre de Rose- 
Coix Mont Real continued a policy of having instructional meetings at which time the work of 
the evening consisted of research papers undertaken by various members of the Lodge or 
Chapter for the purpose of providing information and education about our degrees to the 
membership of the Lodge at large. I highly recommend this type of activity as it seems to 
stimulate an intellectual participation of the brethren which is enjoyed by all. 

I am also very pleased to report that the Ceremony of Relighting the Lights at Easter was 
conducted jointly in both French and English by both Chapters of Rose-Croix in the Valley of 
Montreal. This is the first time this has ever happened. 

At the Executive Committee, III.-.Bro..Larry Dobby, 32° replaced III..Bro..Brian Herridge, 
33° as Chairman. III..Bro..Donald C. Ross, 33° also replaced III..Bro.-. William Lawrence, 
32° as Grand Secretary/Registrar. The financial review undertaken in previous years 
appears to be paying dividends in the sense that the Valley is now able to budget and 
manage its yearly operations. The Treasurer recommended a moderate increase in annual 
dues of $5 and the annual dues are now $100 in the Valley of Montreal. As a result the 
Valley of Montreal financial results for the year show that the Valley was able to have a 
modest operating surplus once again this year. 

Valley of Quebec 

On April 8, 2004 I travelled to the Valley of Quebec in the company of III.-.Bro.-.Pierre 
Phaneuf, 33° Active Member to participate in their Maundy Thursday ceremonies. I can 
report that I was warmly greeted by the brethren that that III.-.Bro.-.Phaneuf was effusive in 
his remarks to me later about the wonderful banquet that the Valley of Quebec undertakes 
in stark contrast to the more modest offering of the Feast of the Pascal Lamb undertaken in 
the Valley of Montreal. I find it wonderful that our institution can be so diverse in presenting 
our ritual in so many ways. The officers of the Valley of Quebec opted to hold the Easter 
ceremony of relighting the lights on Easter Wednesday this year and I gave them a 
dispensation to do so pursuant to Article 26 iv (9) of the Statues and Regulations while I was 
there. 

As I evaluate and report on the situation in the Valley of Quebec, I continue to look forward 
to the day when inter valley visits between Montreal and Quebec can be restored for the 
benefit of both Valleys. It appears that the current lack of new candidates (only three this 
year) in the Valley of Quebec does not make it worthwhile to restore this initiative at this 
time. 

General 

I would like inform everyone that I have been elected to the post of Deputy Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Quebec and in light of the duties associated with that role, I have 
decided to recommend to the Sovereign Grand Commander that he appoint III.-. Bro.-.Pierre 
Phaneuf, 33° Active Member to replace me as the Deputy for Quebec at the next meeting of 
Supreme Council in Edmonton. I have every confidence that III.-.Bro.-.Pierre Phaneuf, 33° 
will continue to provide encouragement and leadership in the Scottish Rite Valleys in the 
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Province of Quebec. It is my desire to remain an Active Member of Supreme Council and I 
hope the Sovereign Grand Commander will permit me to continue to serve in that role. 


I would also like to thank III.-.Bro.\Philippe Decelles, 33° Past Active for his support and 
companionship during my term as Deputy for Quebec. He has been like a mentor to me 
and for this I shall forever be thankful for his kindness and friendship during the last four 
years.

Papers on 
each of the degrees in Rose Croix were presented at the meetings of the Chapter.

The co-operation of the presiding officers and Grand Secretaries of the Valleys and the 
active involvement Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General and the Honorary Inspectors- 
General within the jurisdiction has been of great assistance to me and the on-going 
assistance of the Grand Secretary-General, Executive Secretary and office staff in Hamilton 
is appreciated.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON STRATEGIC PLANNING 
(The Implementation Committee) 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

At the Advisory Council meeting held in November 2003, an “Implementation Committee”, 
consisting of III.-.Bros.-. C. Robert Townshend (Chair), Norman E. Byrne, Thomas E. Lewis 
and Victor Lepp, was appointed to oversee the implementation of the Recommendations of 
The Task Force Reports that were accepted and approved at the Supreme Council Session 
in Windsor. 

The Advisory Council sent to this New Committee all the recommendations of the Task 
Force Reports with the exception of Task Force #3 “To create a proposed structure to 
effectively manage Supreme Council affairs in Canada”. The oversight for this #3 Task 
Force will to be the responsibility of the Advisory Council. A report of the Task Force will be 
given to the Supreme Council Session in Edmonton in September by the Advisory Council. 

The first work of the Implementation Committee was to ask the Chairman of the various 
Task Forces to continue their leadership role in the ongoing development and testing of their 
proposals. The ongoing development of some of the Recommendations are still in process 
as well as the running of some pilot projects on others. The Implementation Committee 
found that a number of the recommendations were being used. 

The second task of the committee was to solicit the help of the Deputies to oversee the 
implementation, monitoring and reporting of the various Recommendations in their Valleys. 

The present work of the Implementation Committee is to continue to develop a plan for 
implementation and monitoring of the recommendations being given to each of the Valleys. 

An important piece of the Committee’s work is also to develop a Reporting System so that 
the Deputies can report the results of the Valley’s attempts to implement the 
Recommendations of the Task Forces. The reporting will be given to the Implementation 
Committee and the Advisory Council. 

At this years Supreme Council Session in Edmonton, four (4) of the six (6) seminars being 
presented are related to a number of the Recommendations of the Task Forces ie. 

Valley Registrars - “email notices” 

Valley Registrars - “membership database” 
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Leadership Training 
Recruitment” 


The Implementation Committee will continue its work of implementing, monitoring and 
reporting of the Recommendations of the Task Forces. 

In closing, we thank the Sovereign Grand Commander and the Advisory Council for their 
guidance and help, and a special thanks to the Supreme Council office staff for their faithful 
work and help.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
THE SUPREME COUNCILLOR 


To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to present this report on The Supreme Councillor as this is the first year 
The Supreme Councillor has been published in four years. 

It was the original intention to publish The Supreme Councillor twice a year - in the spring in 
anticipation of the upcoming Annual Session in September, and the second shortly after the 
Annual Session. 

The first edition was published in October, 2003 and was made available immediately on the 
Scottish Rite Website. The response was gratifying - as well as the invaluable advice from 
many brethren. 

Based on the advice, it was decided not to incur the expense of a second edition, primarily 
because the first edition was not completely distributed until some months after it was 
mailed to the Valleys across Canada. It was the experience of some brethren that a second 
edition would probably not be circulated until September or October 2004 - too late to be 
effective and too late to be of interest. 

The importance of communication through a medium such as The Supreme Councillor 
cannot be measured in terms of dollars. However, keeping in mind the increasing cost of 
publishing and mailing, I am making a number of recommendations for your consideration 
that would accomplish the need to communicate effectively at the lowest possible cost. 

Editions of The Supreme Councillor can be made available via email and the web site on a 
quarterly basis at no cost to the Supreme Council. By obtaining an expanded email list, 
either the office or the editor can distribute an edition very effectively to a very high 
percentage of brethren across Canada. By publishing it on the web site, it would be 
available to more readers throughout Canada and the world who may not be on our mailing 
list. 

The Supreme Councillor , printed edition, should be expanded by combining it with The 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Newsletter . The Foundation newsletter, while available 
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in time for the Annual Session, is not distributed until sometime after and then, in some 
cases, not sent out by various Valley Secretaries, but made available in the office to those 
who stumble across it. 

A more comprehensive Supreme Councillor combined with the SRCF Newsletter could 
result in a publishing cost saving. It would also be available to the email list, on the web site 
and for a single mailing from each Valley. An added benefit would be that current 
Foundation news could be made available in a timely fashion more than once a year. 

This first year was an attempt to bring The Supreme Councillor back on stream. Unfortunately, the email 
edition did not work out due to a technological glitch that made it difficult to recover news items and photos that 
disappeared into cyber space. A safeguard has now been instituted that hopefully will prevent this in the future. 

I look forward to a response from the brethren, their suggestions, photos and news items.

III.Bro.-. Wallace E. Bryan passed away in Thunder Bay on December 1,2003 following a 
lengthy illness. He was born on May 22, 1921 in Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. 

Our brother moved to Fort William in 1927 where he received his primary and secondary 
school education. In 1943, he graduated from Clarkson University, in Potsdam, New York, 
with a degree in Business Administration. He then served in the R.C.A.F. until May 1945. 

In 1946, Brother Bryan received his Masters Degree in Retailing from the University of 
Pittsburg and then became part of the management of the family businesses in Fort 
William, Port Arthur and Sault Ste. Marie. He served as President and General Manager 
of the Companies. 


From 1958 to 1963 he attended Osgoode Hall law school in Toronto and was called to the bar in 1963, and 
entered into partnership with David S. Cheadle, Q.C. Brother Bryan practised law in the Thunder Bay area until 
his retirement in 1995. 


Brother Bryan was very active in community affairs. He served as President of the Fort William Chamber of 
Commerce in 1957, was a City Alderman from 1968 to 1970; a member of the Board of Directors of St. 
Joseph's hospital; a member of the Board of Governors of Confederation College; on the Board of 
Management of St. Joseph's Heritage and Chairman of the Thunder Bay Foundation. In recognition of his 
efforts he was made a Fellow of the Lakehead University in 1989. 

Brother Wally was a member of Wesley United Church in Thunder Bay since 1935 and he served as an Elder 
of the Church for 30 years and then as Chairman of the Board of Trustees. 

III. .Bro. .Bryan was initiated in Royal Lodge A.F. & A.M. on April 19, 1943 and served as Master in 1954. In 
1973 he was appointed Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge of Canada in Ontario. He entered Scottish Rite 
Masonry on February 22, 1968 and was a member of the three bodies of the Valley of Fort William serving as 
Commander-in-Chief in 1983-84. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in Regina on September 
10, 1976 and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in London, Ontario on September 14, 1985. He 
was made Past Active in September 1991. 

Bro..Bryan was also a member of the Fort William Chapter 140, Royal Arch Masons of Canada, Rhodes 
Preceptory No. 23 K.T. & K.M.; Khartum Shrine Winnipeg and a member of the Lakehead Shrine Club as well 
as of the Royal Order of Scotland. 

In May of 1943, Bro. . Bryan married the former Harriet Lord of Ogdensburg, New York. They had two children 
and five grandchildren. 

In accordance with the family's wishes, a private funeral service was held.

Malcolm MacLean was born on September 1, 1921 in Victoria, BC and subsequently 
spent most of his life in Vancouver. Malcolm spent his working career in food supply 
business. After completing school in 1939, Malcolm went to work for Kirkland and Rose 
as a junior clerk. He progressed up through various office duties and in 1947 went to 
outside sales. He then went on to Assistant Sales Manager after which he returned to the 
office and was promoted to Manager of the Import and Agency Department.

The Victoria Masonic community was saddened on February 3rd, 2004 to learn of the 
passing to the Grand Lodge Above of our beloved III. .Bro. .Lyle Wicks, 33°, at the age 
of 92 years. He was born in Calgary, Alberta on November 1st, 1912. 

Despite contracting polio when a youngster, losing his father at an early age and being 
deprived of some of his secondary school education in order to work to support his 
mother and his siblings, he accomplished much for his family, his province and his 
■ 5 I community. 

His family moved to Dewdney in the Fraser Valley of British Columbia after his father 
di e d and Lyle worked for the British Columbia Electric Company as a streetcar operator. 
Interested in provincial politics, he became involved in the fledging Social Credit Party and was elected an MLA 
in 1952 representing the Dewdney-Alouette riding. In 1953, he was President of the Party when Social Credit 
earned a majority of seats to govern the Provincial Legislature of British Columbia. He was appointed by 
Premier (and Masonic brother) W.A.C. Bennett as Labour Minister (and later, for a short while, Minister of 
Railways and Minister of Commercial Transport) until he lost his seat in 1960 to David Barrett, who 
subsequently became Premier of the Province. Lyle the served as a member of the Public Utilities 
Commission until 1973. Leaving the public service, he entered the real estate field for sixteen years until 
retirement. 

It was on May 11th, 1956 that he was raised to the Sublime Degree in St. Andrew’s Lodge No. 49 B.C. & Y.R., 
in Victoria and served as its Worshipful Master. It was the start of a long Masonic career marked by faithful 
service to the Craft, the Royal Arch and the Scottish Rite. 

III . . Bro.-. Wicks joined Victoria Lodge of Perfection and received the 14th degree in 1958 and served as TPGM 
in 1973. He was also a member of Victoria Chapter of Rose Croix and the British Columbia Consistory, and 
was MWS in 1978. In September 1986, he was coroneted Honorary Inspector-General, 33°. 

Lyle also faithfully served Saxa Rubra Conclave of the Red Cross of Constantine as Most Puissant Sovereign 
and was honoured with the appointment as Grand Intendant General for British Columbia by the Grand 
Imperial Conclave of Canada shortly before he died.

Arnold Wilkinson was born in Winnipeg, Manitoba, in 1917. After completing high 
school there, he came to Toronto and entered the University of Toronto and 
Wycliffe College. He graduated from the former with a B.A. degree in 1939, and 
the latter in 1941. 

Ordained a Deacon in the Anglian Church of Canada in May 1941, he went to the 
country parish of North Essa, an area comprising three villages; Ivy, Thornton and 
Utopia, all just south of Barrie, Ontario. He was ordained a Priest in 1942 and 
served in that area until 1944. 

Arnold married his lifetime partner Phoebe (Webb) in May 1942, and they were 
blessed with two children; a son and daughter, and subsequently, several 
grandchildren.

In 1944, at the request of his Bishop, he came to the Kingsway area in Toronto, to build a church on the first 
site purchased by the Diocesan Church Extension Committee following World War II.

On September 7 th , 1966, the church was almost completely destroyed by fire. Due to the inspired leadership 
of its Rector, Arnold Wilkinson, and its parishioners, the church was rebuilt and rededicated one year to the 
day of the fire, with no debt. 

During his ministry, he served for 17 years as Archdeacon of Etobicoke, on many Diocesan Committees and 
was a member of the Provincial and General Synods. He also served as President of the Etobicoke Ministerial 
Association for many years. He was honoured by receiving from Wycliffe College, an honourary Doctor of 
Divinity degree. He was made Rector Emeritus of “All Saints” in 2003. 
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Arnold was a charter member of the Kingsway Kiwanis Club and served as its President in 1985 and 1986. In 
all, he gave his support for 50 years. 


Arnold was initiated into Kingsway Lodge No. 655, Toronto District No. 2, in 1954, and served as Chaplain for 
several years. He also was District Chaplain in Toronto District No. 2 for three District Deputy Grand Masters, 
all of who were members of the Scottish Rite. He joined the Grand Lodge Perfection in 1965; the Toronto 
Sovereign Chapter Princes Rose Croix in 1966; Moore Sovereign Consistory in 1969 and was coroneted 33 rd 
degree in Hamilton, Ontario in 1975.
